Sforza of ‘Italy Declares

PARIS, July 12 (AP)—Britain, 


France and Italy told the opening 
session of the European economic 


conferehce today that Russia and 
the absent eastern European na- 
tions still would be welcome to 
help in a continent-wide effort to 
rebuild a war-shattered economy. 
Moreover, British Foreign Sec- 
retary. Ernest Bevin declared, the 
conference was not intended to set 
up a permanent organization riv- 
alling the United Nations. He said, 
the conference members remained 
loyal to the U.N. and wanted to 
work in the fullest co-operation 
with appropriate U.N. organs. 
Bevin also pledged the resources 
of the British Commonwealth, in 
so far as the British Government 
can influence them, to the task 
of European rehabilitation, 
Statesmen from 16 European na- 
tions. met for an hour in the gild- 
ead grand banquet hall of the 
French Foreign Ministry. They 
elected Bevin presiding officer 
and named a working committee 
Which immediately began a study 
ot British-Frénch Graft for 
European recovery with American 


Thé*working committee met for 
four and a half hours without 
achieving agreement on the or- 

on of the conference. At 
its second meeting tomorrow at 
noon, it is to consider a compro- 
mise proposal designed to meet 
demands of smaller nations that 
all 16 nations at the conference 
be represented on the projected 
international co-operation (steer- 
ing) committee. Britain and 
France originally proposed that 
this committee have only five or 
six members, 

Background of rariey. 

The conference was called by 
Britain and France after Russia 
declined to have anything to do 
with the plan enunciated by the 
United States Secretary of State 
George C. Marschall at Harvard 
University June 5. 

The plan, briefly, envisions 
American aid to Europe after the 
nations of Europe have decided 
how far they can help themselves 
and just what help they will need 
from the United States. 

Russia charged that this would 
mean interference in the internal 
affairs of the European countries 
and it held aloof with eight neigh- 
bors. However, the red hammer 
and sickle flag of the Soviet Union 
and the banners of the absent 
countries flew in the conference 
hall with those of the delegates 
present.

WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
Republican sponsors failed in an 
effort to rai . the four billion dol- 
lar income tax cut bill through 
at a night Senate session tonight.

Testimony at Inquést in 
Killing of 7 Is That 
Official Told Guards, 


‘Mow ’Em Down.’ 


BRUNSWICK, Ga. July 12 
(UP)—The leader of 27 rebellious 
Negro prisoners testified today a 
“half-drunk” warden yelled “mow 
‘em down” and his guards shot 
down 13 convicts penned in a 
Glynn county camp stockade. 

Five convicts in the all-Negro 
state highway road camp near 
here were killed outright by the 
pistol and shotgun fire. Two 


others died later in a hospital. Six 
were wounded. 

Willie (Pee Wee) Bell, serving 
life for murder, told a coroner’s 
jury that Warden H. G. Worthy 
entered the stockade late yester- 
day, shot him in the leg “when I 
fell against him” and then gave 
the command to fire. 

Worthy denied he was drinking 
or that he ordered the guards, 
deployed outside the wire enclo- 
sure with rifles and shotguns, to 
fire into the crowd. He said the 
guards fired because after Bell 
“lunged at him” and he shot, the 
other convicts raced for the fence 
in an escape break. 


Grand Jury Called. 

The coroner’s jury abruptly re- 
cessed the inquest late today after 
Superior (Circuit) Judge Gordon 
Knox called a grand jury for next 
Wednesday to investigate the mass 
shooting. Knox had been request- 
ed to call the jury by a lawyer 
for the National Association for 
the Advancement of ~,Colored, 
People. 

One of the Negroes 
testified the warden swung two 
pick handles around before he 
entered the stockade and called, 
“Come on out Pee Wee, I want to 
kill you.” He said Bell backed 
into the crowd and asked Worthy 
to let him take off his shoes be- 
fore he died. 

Worthy told the jury he had 
argued long to quell the disturb- 
ance and that he shot Bell only 
when the Negro lunged at him/ 
He said Pee Wee kept the other 
convicts fuming and he wanted 
to isolate him in solitary confine-

FORD EXECUTIVES’ 


PUNCHING OF TIME | 


CLOCKS WILL END 


DETROIT, July 12 (AP)—A tra- 
dition established bv the late 
Henry Ford, that salaried em- 
ployes right up to top-bracket 
executives punch time clocks, will 
be terminated by the new man- 
agement of the Ford Motor Co. 

This change, effective Aug. 1, 
was revealed today in a memoran- 
dum to the company’s 23,000 
salaried workers from Henry Ford 
II, company president and grand- 
son of the founder. 

The elder Ford, who believed all 
employes from executives to floor 
sweepers should be treated alike, 
required everyone except persons 
on the highly selective “A” pay- 
roll to carry a badge and time 
card, 

They checked in and out at the 
start and end of the day and at 
the beginning and end of lunch 
periods, 

The elder Ford’s rigid “no smok- 
ing” rule also has been relaxed 
somewhat so that visitors in the 
lobby of the main building may 
smoke and employes are permitted 


to smoke in the lunch rooms. 


Link Between Weather Changes 
And Air Vibrations to Be Sought 


An instrument invented nearly 
10 years ago by the Rev. James B. 
Macelwane, 8.J., of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, and which, when placed in 
operation showed presence of un- 
suspected minute atmospheric vi- 
brations, is to be used in a series 
of experiments starting next fall 
in an effort to develop new weath- 
er forecasting techniques. 

The device, called a microbaro- 
graph, is so sensitive that a force 
only one three-millionths of the pull 
of gravity is recorded as a half- 
inch deviation from a straight line 
on a sheet of sensitized paper. 
Recordings made during two pe- 
fiods thus far have shown that 
the atmosphere is constantly vi- 
brating, but that much of the 


on the charts made by the micro- 
barograph. 

The United States Navy, as an- 
nounced last week, has allotted 
$25,000 to be used in an attempt 
to correlate the various types of 
vibrations with various types of 
weather changes. From this, 
Father Macelwane hopes, it will be 
possible to develop a new weather 
forecasting method. 

“Don’t Know What to Expect.” 

“We don’t quite know what to 
expect from the study,” he told 
the Post-Dispatch with a smile. 
“You see, we don’t know what the 
vibrations are or what causes 
them. We just know. they are 
present.

WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 


agents arrested two former Army 
sergeants late today and accused 
them of taking atomic bomb docu- 
ments—some of them said to be 
“top secret”-—from the Los Alamos 
(N.M.) testing station. 

The FBI announced recovery of 
the documents and photographs of 
“the various phases” of the atomic 
bomb from a variety of places— 
a student’s room at Princeton Uni- 
versity, a wall safe in Pennsyl- 
vania and a photography studio in 
Chicago. 

The two men were named by the 
FBI as Alexander von der Luft, 23 
years old, arrested at his home at 
Mount Lebanon, Pa., and Earnest 
D. Wallis, 34, Chicago. Wallis 
was arrested at his Paul Stone- 
Raymor photography studio, Chi- 
Cc 


ago. 

While FBI agents reserved com- 
ment on this phase, informed gov- 
ernment officials said no evidence 
had been uncovered that any of 
the documents were seen by any- 
one besides the two former ser- 
geants. 

No Foreign Connections. 

Leu Nichols, FBI public rela- 
tions officer, told reporters that 
information uncovered by investi- 
gators “indicated no connection 
between these boys and foreign 
agents or foreign espionage.” 

He said the FBI agents ascer- 
tained this in a preliminary in- 
quiry, before the two former 
Army men were interviewed di- 
rectly. 

After it was established to the 
satisfaction of the agents that 
there were no “foreign connec- 
tions,” Nichols. said,,the men were 
questioned directly and _ the 
searches disclosing the _ notes, 
files and photographs were made. 

In Santa, Fe, . M, United 
States Commissioner Albert Gon- 
gales said complaints were filed 
before him this afternoon charg- 
ing Von Der Luft and Wallis with 
wilfully and unlawfully removing 
and concealing records and docu- 
ments in violation of section 234, 
title 18, United States criminal 
code. 

This section covers removal and 
concealment of classified docu- 
ments, 

The offense, on conviction, car- 
ries a penalty of a fine of not 
more than $2000 or not more than 
three years in prison or both. 

Von der Lat will be arraigned 
before the United States Commis- 
sioner at Pittsburgh, the FBI said, 
while Wallis will be arraigned be- 
fore the United States Commis- 
sioner at Chicago. 

The FBI explained that no 
charge could be filed under the 
Atomic Energy Act since “the of- 
fenses occurred prior to its enact- 
ment.” .

Political Workers and 
Precinct Election Of- 
ficials Accused of Cor, 
rupt Practices in Axtell 
and Senatorial: Races.

KANSAS CITY, July 12—Five 
political workers and _ precinct 
election officials in a traditionally 
machine-controlled ward here 
were under federal indictment to- 
day, charged with conspiracy to 
commit frauds at the 1946 pri- 

mary. 

Those indicted were Morris 
Klein, a Democratic precinct cap- 
tain; Harry A. Burke and Frank 
L. Holmes, Democratic workers; 
William D. Wilson, a Republican 
judge, end John Melham, a Demo- 
cratic judge. Their bonds were 
fixed by United States District 
Judge Albert L. Ridge at $1000. 

The men were fingerprinted 
and each posted bond for appear- 
ance at 10 a.m, Monday. 

The defendants, whose names 
were suppressed pending arrests 
when indictments were returned 
late yesterday, are from the Tenth 
Precinct of the First Ward. The 
indictments, voted by a special 
grand jury impaneled last Tues- 
day, represent the opening gun in 
a federal campaign against vote 
prance. The campaign may con- 
inue for months. Its intention the 
Post-Dispatch learned, is to reach 
the “higher-ups” eventually. 

Charges in Indictment. 

The indictment charges them 
with corrupt practices not only 
in the primary contest between 
Enos A. Axtell, the hand-picked 
candidate of President Truman 
with the backing of the Pender- 
gast machine, who defeated Con- 
gressman Roger C. Slaughter, 
seeking renomination, but in the 
Senatorial race as well. 

Specifically, they are charged 
with preventing legally qualified 
voters from voting, and with per- 
mitting votes of “fictitious” per- 
sons to be recorded. They are 
accused also of having caused a 
false certification of votes cast to 
be made. These acts were de- 
scribed by the jury as a conspiracy 
to “procure a dishonest, inaccu- 
rate and fraudulent count” in that 
precinct.

Slow Freight Ahead Speeds Up, 
Takes Impact, Brakes It to Stop 


Crew of 74-Car G.M.&O. Train Makes Coup- 
ling Without Damage After Locomotive 
Had Followed for Hour and Half. 


| A runaway diesel switch engine 
Which rocketed at more than 60 
‘miles an hour, unattended,. from 
jARoe to a point within 15 miles 
of Springfield, Ill. gave the old 
Alton Railroad a bad hour and a 
half yesterday. 

Stopping the speeding engine 
was accomplished without damage 
by the heroic work of a freight 
crew which allowed the runaway 
to overtake their 74-car train, 
moving nearly as fast as the 
diesel engine. The weight of the 
train, slowing gradually, was 
enough to halt the crew-less en- 
gine. 

The diesel engine had been 
standing at Alton in the yards of 
the railroad, now a part of the 
Gulf, Mobile & Ohio system, its 
motors chugging at idle speed. 
The engine crew had left the cab. 
' A yards workman, preparing to 
clean up the engine, entered the 
cab, turned on the cab lights and 
stepped down again. When he 
turned around he saw the engine 
start off under its own power— 
slowly at first, but gaining speed 
too rapidly for the workman to 
overtake it on foot, 

The workman shouted a warn- 
ing. The dispatcher at Alton 
quickly picked up the telephone 
and told Chief Dispatcher E. D. 
Lacon, at Bloomington, IIL, what 
had happened. Lacon began or- 
ganizing an engine-hunt. 

First, the switchman at Godfrey, 


four miles north of Alton, was 
instructed to put the runaway en- 
gine on the mainline to Chicago. 
A passenger train from Chicago, 
then east of Springfield, was or- 
dered to leave the mainline and 
every point on the road’s main- 
line was alerted for action 
Section hands were placed at 
every crossing, to stop all auto- 
mobile traffic. Other’ section 
hands were ordered to grease the 
rails at several points. At Girard, 
the rails were greased for a 300- 
yard stretch—on the theory that 
it would cause the engine’s wheels 
to slip, and an automatic mechan- 
ism would shut off the engine. 
Employes worked furiously, 
warned that the runaway, No. 19, 
was on its way. Then they leaped 
back — ai.d the diesel, gaining 
speed all the time, rushed over the 
greased rails and sped on. 


The freight train, operated by 
R. W. Tipple, engineer, and going 
the same direction as the runaway, 
had been warned of No. 19’s ap- 
proach. Tipple speeded up, to ap- 
proximate the speed of the run- 
away—unti] he was hauling his 74 
freight cars at better than 60 
miles an hour. 

Finally, beyond Auburn, No. 19 
approached the caboose of the 
freight train. The train crew 
could see the runaway coming, 
and railroad men stationed along

U.S. WARTIME OIL 
NEEDS SAID TO TOP 
OUTPUT GREATLY 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
Under Secretary of War Kenneth 
C. Royall said today that in the 
event of another war the United 
States might need as much as 8,- 
000,000 barrels of oil daily—almost 
3,000,000. barrels over this year’s 
record rate of production. 

Speaking on a nation-wide radio 
broadcast, Royall said “There is 
a question whether the productive 
Capacity of the United States 
could give us that much oil,” 

He pointed out that oil cannot 
be stockpiled economically, and in- 
dicated that the War Department 
is depending on Middle Eastern 
oil production to make up the pos- 
sible difference between United 
States production and wartime re- 
quirements. 

Royall and Assistant Navy Sec- 
retary W. John Kenney, who also 
appeared qn the program, said the 
country’s precautionary $2,000,000,- 
000 five-year stockpiling program 
is running behind schedule. It is 
now expected to take about six 
years to complete at a cost of $2,- 
500,000,000, the two Government 
officials said. 

Royall and Kenney said the 
change in their estimates has been 
caused by “scarcities of items 
needed by the civilian economy” 
and high prices—which besides in- 
creasing the cost of the project, 
caused officials to delay purchases 
until prices fell.

ASPLAYING LOSING 
GAME IN FIGHTING 
MARSHALL PLAN 


Speculation in Washing- 
ton That in Long Run 
Soviets Won’t Be Able 
to Hold Their Satellites 


in Line.

WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
Soviet Russia, with its once great 
veto power in world affairs much 
curtailed, is playing a losing game 
in trying to split Europe and 
wreck the Marshall plan for Eu- 
ropean recovery, American offi- 


cials said today. 

The plan will go through to the 
fullest extent possible without 
them and in spite of threats and 
protests. it was said here. There 
is considerable speculation even 
that in the long run the Russians 
will be unable to hold their own 
eastern bloc countries in line. 


“The Russians appear to have 
won an empty victory,” said one 
official. 

Surprising new evidence that 
the Soviets themselves as well as

While the Moscow press and ra-

The two commentators, Marinin 
and Leontiev, asserted that 
France and Britain were not capa- 
ble of acting as “administrators” 
of the Marshall plan. 

“The fact is the way they them- 
selves use American credits gives 
them no right to teach others in 
this cause,” they said. 

The article said that “there is 
no doubt that, for speedy success- 
ful fulfillment of the planned de- 
velopment of the industry and ag- 
riculture of Poland, Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia, Romania, Bulga- 
ria, Hungary and other countries, 
foreign credits are required. 
“The governments of these na- 
ions expressed more than once 
the desire to obtain credits on just 
terms. However, in the case of 
obtaining American credits it is 
wholly natural that eastern Euro- 
pean nations prefer to do busi- 
ness directly with creditors, not 
with mediators, which the British 
and French are trying to be in 
this issue.” 

Informed persons in foreign 
missions said direct American 
credits to the European nations 
outside the Paris conference would 
not be likely to be looked on by 
Russia as an unfriendly gesture.

The publications council called 
Dodd's attention to the ,fact that 
he had violated council rules in 
such editorial comments. He said 
he did not realize they were viola- 
tions. Asked whether, if elected 
editor for 1947-48, he would re- 
frain from partisan politics and 
from critical comments on state 
officials, he was quoted as reply- 
ing, “If that’s the way you want 
.” 

After the criticism from Spring- 
field was called to the attention 
of the publications council, it 
adopted the rule prohibiting -edi- 
torial discussion of “partisan poli- 
tics.” 

Comments Drew Criticisms. 

Throughout 1945-46 and in the 
fall and winter terms of 1946-47, 
the publications council related, 
“news articles based on rumor and 
editorial comment refecting on in- 
dividuals or groups appeared in 
the Egyptian. These comments at- 
tracted considerable criticism both 
©n campus and among state of- 
ficials and the public generally. 

“These crticisms led the council 
to the adoption of its regulation 
requiring that any person or 
group criticized of attacked must 
be given an opportunity to make 
a statement in the same issue of 
the Egyptian, a policy which is al- 
most universally observed by re- 
putable professional newspapers.” 

Last spring, one editor resigned 
and Dodd was named temporary 
editor. He had been editor previ- 
ously, before leaving school for 
military service. Then in Dodd's 
first issue of April 4, the column 
critical of Gov. Green appeared. 

The offending column, written 
by Curtis and Cletus Hise, broth- 
ers, charged that Gov. Green “may 
be entitled to the lion’s share of 
the blame” for the Centralia mine 
disaster. 

Dodd, 20 years old, lives in El- 
dorado.

Floods Took Toll of 38 
Lives—Damage _ to 
Crops and Farmlands 
Put at Millions. 


' 


The last of the floodwaters of 
the Mississippi and Missouri riv- 
ers which have taken a toll of at 
least 38 lives, disrupted road and 
rail traffic, wrecked homes and 
buildings and caused damage to 
crops and farmlands estimated at 
millions of dollars, will pass below 
St. Louis tomorrow, Meteorologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren predicted yes- 
terday. 

The Mississippi, which reached 
its highest crest in 103 years, 40.3 
feet, July 2, will drop to 30.7 feet 
today, Wahlgren said, and should 
fall below the 30-foot flood stage 
at the levee by tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

The Missouri, which has been 
dropping at the rate of a foot or 
more a day at St. Charles, is ex- 
pected to recede to its 25-foot 
flood stage at that point at about 
the same time. Peak of the Mis- 
souri flood at St. Charles, 35.5 
feet, was reached July 1, but fér 
more than three weeks prior to 
that date the stream had been out 
of its banks from southeastern Ne- 
braska to its mouth, 

Troops, Volunteers Return. 


As the high waters slowly re- 
ceded and immediate danger of 
levee failures passed, troops from 
Scott Field and Fort Sheridap, IIL, 
sent to work on the dikes, re- 
turned to their posts, Coast Guard 


units brought to this area from. 


Other parts of the country were 
ordered to their home bases, vol- 
unteer workers went back to their 
original jobs and the Corps of En- 
gineers went ahead with the task 
of preparing curbs for the next 
flood, 

Farmers whose crops have been 
either totally or partially ruined, 
dug the silt from their homes and 
prepared to plant again and 
Health Department officials 
started a campaign against in- 
sects bred in the backwaters and 
disease. 

In ‘St. Louis county, Dr. Cecil 
A. Z. Sharp, health commissioner, 
said a survey of about 500 homes 
damaged by the rivers will be 
made tomorrow by two inspectors 
of the sanitation section of the 
State Department of Public 
Health and Welfare. 

Later in the week, Dr. Sharp 
said, a State Health Department 
crew of three men now working 
in Louisiana, Mo., will be sent to 
the county to cover the walls of 
damaged homes with a DDT sgju- 
tion guaranteed to kill mosquifoes 
and other germ-carrying inserts. 

DDT Consigned to County. 

Ten drums of DDT have already 
been consigned to the County 
Health Department by state of- 
ficials, he added, and a request 
has been made for the use of a 
plane to disseminate the spray 
over areas with poor drainage fa- 
cilities.

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Waties Waring, 66-year-old 

Charleston-born jurist, held that 
“Negroes are entitled to be en- 
rolled to vote” in the Democratic 
primaries. The case was brought 
by George Elmore, a Columbia 
Negro, who contended he was not 


permitted to vote in the 1946 pri- 
mary because of his color. 

Waring, in another case, turned 
down the petition of John .H, 
Wrighten, Charleston Negro, for 
a court order enjoining the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina from re- 
fusing to admit “qualified” Ne- 
groes to its law school on the 
ground of race, but he ruled that 
Wrighten would be entitled to en- 
ter unless by the opening of the 
nMext school year the state pro- 
vides an adequate course in the 
College for Negroes at Orange- 
burg. . 

One other alternative was pos- 
sible, he said. That would be 
that “the state furnish no law 
achool education to any persons 
of either the white or Negro 
races.” 

In the argument of the Elmore 
case early in June, attorneys for 


the Richland County (Columbia) 
Democratic Executive Committee 
and primary managers in one Co- 
lumbia Democratic Club, named 


as co-defendants, pointed out that 
in 1944 South Carolina repealed 
ail statutes pertaining to pri- 
maries. 

In consequence, they contended, 
the party had become a private 
organization with full authority to 
stipulate who was entitled to 
membership, and not subject to 
court regulation. 

Taking note of this point, War- 
ing commented, “To say that there 
is any material difference in the 
governance of the Democratic 
Party in this state prior to, and 
subsequent to, 1944, is pure soph- 


istry.” 


REPRESENTATIVE MANSFIELD 
DIES; OLDEST IN CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
Representative Joseph Jefferson 
Mansfield, Texas Democrat and at 
86 the oldest member of Congress, 
died early today. 

He will be buried at Eagle Lake, 
Tex.\after services in Columbus, 
Tex. Brief services probably will 
be held in Washington tomorrow. 

For the last 25 years, Mansfield 
—who was serving his sixteenth 
term of office in the House—had 
been confined to a wheelchair by 
paralysis. Until a few days ago, 
when he was taken to Bethesda 
Naval Hospital, he was at his of- | 
fice as usual. Death resulted from 
a circulatory ailment. 

Known to his friends as “the 
Judge,” Mansfield served 60 years 
in public office—half of that time 
as a representative in Congress. 
His district included the city of 
Galveston.

UN NATURAL GAS 


Passes Bill Setting Up 
New Formula for Fix- 


mg Wholesale Rates, 
Thus Retail Also. 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
By voice vote, the House passed 
today a measure sharply curtail- 
ing the Federal! Power Commis- 
sion's control over production and 
distribution of natural gas and 


setting up a new formula for fix- 
ing wholesale—and indirectly — 
consumer rates. 

Passage, sending the bill to the 
Senate, came after the House on 
a rolicall vote of 254 to 64 refused 
to substitute a modified measure. 
It would have removed the com- 
mission's authority only over pro- 
duction and collection of gas by 
independent operators. 

The action came amid charges 


and denials that it would mean 


an increase in the gas bill for | 
consumers and open acknowledg- | 


ment, by some members that they 
were confused over the highly 
technica] terminology in the meas- 
ure and uncertain of its impact 
on the industry and the public. 

Representative Rizley (Rep.), 
Oklahoma, author of the legisla- 
tian, said that it was designed to 
let the states supervise local pro- 
duction and distributions. Under 
its terms, the FPC would retain 
control of gas moving across state 
lines up to the point or local dis- 
tribution. 

The chief controversy and major 
uncertainty centered around the 
bill's formula for fixigg wholesale 
rates, now based—as the House 
Commerce Committee put it—on 
an “allowance of a determined 
rate -of return on the depreciated 
original cost of the properties, 
including production properties.” 

Under the proposed formula, the 
commission in fixing rates would 
be required to recognize: 

L The prices paid other produc- 
ers ainder contracts for gas pur- 
chased by them. 

2. The prevailing market price 
in fhe field for natural gas of 
comparable quality, volume and 
presgure. 

3..Allowance of a “reasonable” 
charge for gathering such gas 
and’ delivering it to a trunkline 
trantportation system. 

Representatives Carroll (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, Priest (Dem.), Tennes- 
see, and Sabath (Dem.), Illinois, 
took the floor to express belief 
that the new formula would re-

The five-foot wall cuts out all 
but 1 per cent of the deadly ra- 
diation from beams of 100 million 
volt neutrons, 200 million volt 
deuterons and 400 million volt 
alpha particles, Dr. Moyer re- 
ported. 


Neutron rays are the most dead- 
Ply emanations from atomic bombs, 
but they last only a tiny frac- 
tion of a second after the ex- 
plosions. The greatest actua] dan- 
ger comes from X-rays which 
persist a long time after the blast. 
Against bomb X-rays a concrete 
wall is of little use because they 
can contaminate atoms in the air 
and virtually all substances 
reached by flying particles from 
the bomb. 

The two top researchers on the 
atom bomb, Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg 
and Dr. Isadore Perlman yester- 
day reported an entirely new lay- 
out of strange new transmuted 


of the multi-million volt cyclotron. 

Hitherto broken down, chipped 
off, fused and exploded, the atom 
has been subjected to a devastat- 
ing smashup in mankind’s newest 
machine for atom experimentation 
at the University of California. | 

The results were achieved by 
hurling 200,000,000-volt bullets at 
atoms of arsenic in the 4000-ton 
concrete-caged machine. 

Arsenic nuclei were shattered 
into at least 22 and possibly as 
many as 30 pieces. At least 10 
pieces were themselves elements 
of regular matter. 

At one stroke, one relatively 
heavy element had been turned 
into many different lighter ele- 
ments with spare bits left over. 


New Elements Possible. 


This initial finding opened the 
way for the production of 100 
new radio-active elements for sci- 
entific research. 


elements. 

Atomic medicine will benefit di- 
rectly from the achievements of 
the cyclotron, which is capable 
of hurling atomic particles with 
energies up to 400,000,000 electron- 
volts. 

This big punch, Seaborg and 
Perlman reported, was approxi- 
mately 10 times that of the most 
powerful cyclotron previously in 
existence. 

The hitherto unknown products 
of its operations will increase the 
versatility of both atomic medi- 
cine and the branches of research 
using radio-active substances, 

The smashing effects reported 
by the experimentaters were said 
to be similar in some respects ‘to 
the shattering of atoms by low- 
energy cosmic rays—which are 
still more powerful than anything 
man has yet devised. 

There is still a chance man may 
get up into the cosmic voltages. 
Dr. Ernest O. Lawrence, builder 
of the cyclotron, has predicted 
the machine eventually will pro- 
duce bullets with energies up to 
a billion volts, 

How Cyclotron Works. 

The cyclotron whirls the nuclei 
of heavy hydrogen or helium 
atoms around and around. Every 
time they go halfway around, they 
are viven an added electrical 
'“kick.” When finally turned loose 
on their target, they have energies 
of between 200,000,000 and 400,000,- 
000 electron volts.

Three recording units will be set 
up at the Florissant station of the 
St. Louis University Institute of 
Geophysical Technology, of which 
Father’ Macelwane is dean, and 
will be used to determine the di- 
rection from which the vibrations 
come.

Fa.her Macelwane is attempting 
to make arrangements with the 
Dominion Observatory at Ottawa, 
Canada, and Montana State Col- 
lege, Bozeman, Mont., for instal- 
lation of microbarographs there. 
Including St. Louis, this will form 
a large triangle and will give read- 
ings of the tiny vibrations at each 
place and the possible geographic 
movement of the centers of them, 
Complete hourly weather data also 
will be furnished, for comparison 
with the vibration recordings.

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COVENTRY LAYS PLANS 
FOR NEW CATHEDRAL 


_ Only Tower and Spire of Old 
Structure Are Stilt | 
Sound. 


By JOHN CHABOT SMITH

LONDON, July 12 —\Coventry 
Cathedral was so badly damaged 
by Nazi bombs that no part of 
the ruins are sound enough to in- 
corporate in a new structure, ex- 
cept for the tower and spire, the 
cathedral commission has _re- 
ported. 


The commission, of which Lord 


Harlech ig chairman, advised that 
a new cathedral be built as close 
to the old site as possible. It rec- 
ommended that the new cathedral 


be in the English Gothic tradition 
sq as to harmonize with other 
Coventry buildings, but should not 
be a copy of the Fourteenth Cen- 
tury cathedral it is to replace. 


Near the cathedral are to be 
built the Christian Service. Center 
and the Chapel of Unity. These 
are intended to make Coventry 
cathedral a nucleus for the asso- 
ciation of all Protestant denomina- 
tions in Britain. They are to be 
given priority in construction 
along with the Lady Chapel. of 
the cathedral proper. Meanwhile, 
the commission recommends that 
the rubble should be cleared from 
the ruins and the site grassed. 


The commission advised against 
copying the old design of the 
building, partly because it was 
originally*built as a parish church 


rather than a cathedral, and part- 


ly because the elaborate decora- 
tion and carved stone that formed 
part of the original design lost 
much of its charm and became ex- 
pensive to keep up in the sooty 
atmosphere of an industrial city. 

The Coventry raid took place on 
the night of Nov, 14-15, 1940, when 
relays of German planes dropped 
450 tons of bombs.

ENIN founded the Third Communist 
International and Stalin dissolved it. 
On the face of it Stalin’s action gave 
a formal status to “Socialism in one coun- 
try” and renounced all official connections 
between the Russian state and the inter- 
national Communist movement. Such, at 
least, was the construction generally placed 
upon it. 

The authors of “Pattern for World 
Revolution” agree with this conclusion but 
only in one limited particular. The Com- 
intern is dead, they say, and so far as 
Stalin is concerned there is no hope or de- 
sire for its resurrection. But its death 
does not mean an abandonment of a world 
revolutionary Communist program. It mere- 
ly changes its form and approach, Com- 
munism has been transformed into Stalin- 
ism, the Comintern has becomé the “Stal- 
intern,” and the “sword of the revolution” 
is now the Red Army with its edge turned 
outward. 

The death of the Comintern, says the 
book, was also the outward indication that 
old-line Communism—stemming from Marx 
and interpreted by Lenin—-had also been 
jaid in its grave. As a result non-Russian 
Communists are no longer members of an 
international army. They are foreign le- 
gionaries of a Stalinist state and the pur- 
pose of their activities is to promote the 
internal and external interests of that state. 


Russian ‘Communism’ 
Not Considered ‘Marxism.’ 


From these premises it‘follows that the 
victories of “‘Communism,”’ whether limited 
or world-wide, would be victories for the 
present Russian regime and in no sense a 
realization of the Marxist dream of a class- 
less society. To the non-Communist world, 
which regards Marxism of any shade with 
abhorrence, the difference may seem aca- 
demic and of no practical consequence save 
to the disillusioned faithful. ‘‘Pattern for 
World Revolution,’ however, has a purpose 
that goes beyond the mere sentimental 
recording of what the authors regard as a 
triumphant heresy. 

It is represented as an inside study of 


uses its power and the nature of its world 
aims. The authors do not say it in so many 
words, but by implication the book is a text 
for all persons who consider a clear under- 
standing of the Russian regime a necessary 
basis for intelligent thought and action in 
the modern world. 

In working out its “pattern” the book 
presents a mass of material of world-wide 
scope and in varied form. The first 140 
pages are devoted largely to excerpts from 
the memoirs of Comrade X and Comrade Y. 
The first is French, the second German and 
both were secret agents of the Comintern. 
Disclosures from these memoirs are episodic

Old Revolutionaries

authors believed was inseparable from it. 
In its place has been substituted a form 
of State Capitalism,. supported by a co- 
ercive police power. 

Yet many of the old faithful have stuck 
by the ship, This would include not only 
present stalwarts of the regime such as 
Molotov and Kaganovitch but thousands of 
non-Russians who might have renounced 
their faith without ineurring the certain 
penalty of death. To explain their be- 
havior the authors, in some cases, have re- 
sorted to a kind of psychoanalysis based on 
both, the generally known facts and their 
own personal experiences. Many of the Sta- 
linites —— which would include the present 
leaders of the Russian state—simply took 
over the Stalin viewpoint cynically, inno- 
cently or because their basic Communism 
was nothing compared with their am bitions. 


Case of Bukharin : 
Is Typical of Many. 


Of the old stalwarts who broke with 
Stalin in their own minds but who stayed 
on as long as permitted even when they 
had nothing to look forward to but disgrace 
and death, the case of Nikolai Bukharin 
may be regarded as typical. Bukharin was 
an early revolutionary, a member of the 
Politburo and head of the Third Interna- 
tional from 1926 to 1929. Bukharin was 
tried and convicted of subversive, Trotsky- 
inspired activities and was executed in 1938 
along with other Bolshevik leaders. 

According to the authors the subversive 
nature of Bukharin’s acts consisted largely 
in his opposing the Stalinist idea of a quick 
industrialization of Russia. He favored, the 
book says, “‘a cautious policy in regard to 


.|} the peasants who represented more than 80 


per cent of the entire population. A slow 
and gradual transformation of the huge 
peasant country in the direction of Social- 
ism appeared to him the only possibility. 
He did not believe in coercing the peasant 
masses into co-operation but in winning 
their voluntary assistance for Socialism. 
Only in this fashion could the inner har- 
mony within the Soviet Republic be main- 
tained and the dangers from the outside be 
averted.”’ 

Bukharin was expelled from the Commu- 
nist party in 1929 but subsequently was for- 
given by Stalin and sent to France at the 
head of a Soviet mission: He was recalled 
in 1934 after the assassination of Sergei 
Kirov at Leningrad and was put on trial in

1937. For three months after his imprison- 
ment Bukharin refused to become a party 
to the purge trials. Then he changed his 
mind. His. explanation, considered highly 
significant by the authors of ‘‘Pattern for 
World Revolution” is found in the conclud- 
ing words of his address to the court: 
“Then I began to testify,’ he said. 
‘“‘Why? Because while in prison I flad made 
an entire revaluation of my entire past. 
And when I asked myself: If you must die 
what are you dying for? an absolutely black 
vacuity suddenly rose before me with 
startling vividness. There was nothing to 
die for if one wanted to die unrepentant.”’ 
At an earlier time, while still in France, 
Bukharin was plainly despondent over the 
drift of events in Russia. An old friend 
had accused Stalin of abandoning the Com- 
munist revolution movement in Germany. 
Bukharin sighed. . 
“Some fine day,” he responded, “he will 
hang us all.” His friends suggested to Buk- 
harin that he might stay in France, enjoy 
unlimited freedom and continue his work 
independently. He rejected the idea. 


Krestinsky Gives 
Ambiguous Testimony. 


“You can free yourself from force and 
coercion,” he explained, ‘‘but not from your- 
self. The generation that made the revo- 
lution in Russia has to go its road to the 
end, whatever that end may be.”’ 

So upon being summoned to the Kremlin 
Bukharin returned to his certain fate, and, 
like so many of his associates, ‘‘repented”’ 
his alleged crimes and died. In his view of 
the matter there was no alternative, 7 

The case of Nikolai Krestinsky, formerly 
Ambassador of the Soviet Union in Berlin, 
is cited by the authors to show how facts 
were juggled at the purge trials in a way 
that made white seem black. Krestinsky ad- 
mitted that he had received large sums of 
money from General von Seeckt of the Ger- 
man Army for “transmitting espionage in- 
formation.” This was done, he said, at the 
instance of Leon Trotsky. What wasn't re- 
vealed was that the Russian and German 
armies had concluded a deal (which was put 
into execution) for building munitions and 
aviation factories in Russia. It was a 
mutually profitable arrangement. 

The book continues: ‘‘What the prosecu- 
tion presented as espionage activity had 
really been.the deliberate policy of the 
Soviet Government and its Red Army. It 
was no lie when he (Krestinsky) said that 
these negotiations had been started on 
Trotsky’s orders, for nobody else could have 
given the order at the time. Trotsky (in 


1/1922) had been chief of the Red Army.” 


The authors admit that Tukhachevsky 
and other Russian generals may have been 
involved in a plot against Stalin. But what- 
ever the degree of guilt, technical or other- 
wise, of the purged Bolshevik leaders the 
principle behind the purges, the authors in- 
sist, was always the same. Those who op- 
posed Stalin had to die; it was necessary 
to the liquidation of Leninism. 

Lenin’s interpretation of Marxism fore- 
saw the freeing of the individual through a 
gradual socialism that would cause the pow- 
er of the state to wither away. Stalin, 
according to the authors, believes in the 
continuous omnipotence of the state. Hence 
there was no moral compunction against the 
establishment of slave labor when the eco- 
nomic needs of the state seemed to de- 
mand it. 

The authors take the existence of slave 
labor camps for granted.

sent at least a rough sketch of these Soviet 
slaves. 

“All Soviet slaves regardless of age, sex, 
nationality or profession have one thing in 
common; they are forever deprived of their 
freedom. They receive no wages, are not 
permitted to found or continue a family. 
According to the law of 1937, retention in 
the camps can be extended to 25 years. 
This means life for practically all the in- 
mates. Only the hardiest, most cruel and 
shrewd can expect to survive 25 years.”’ 

The slave camps, says the book, are pe- 
culiarly a feature of the Stalin regime. So 
is the phrase “Socialist encirclement”’ 
which has replaced and is the answer to 
‘‘Capitalist encirclement.’’ The latter was 
used by Lenin to describe a situation which 
he believed the capitalist nations had cre- 
ated and were trying to reinforce with -re- 
gard to the Soviet Union. The Soviet Re- 
public could not be considered safe as long 
as “‘Capitalist encirclement”’ existed. Stalin 
has gone farther. The Soviet Union, he 
says, is not safe until “Socialist encircle- 
ment,” has been established. It is the 
“highest objective” of Soviet policy. 

Just how far the encircling lines would 
have to be thrown before Stalin would be 
satisfied is not conjectured. But there are 
indications, 

‘Socialist encirclement” says the book, 
“is not a theoretical substitute for Lenin’s 
world revolution which represented a quali- 
fication of the Socialist world federation of 
Marx. Socialist encirclement is not an ideal- 
istic end in itself, not a dogma of a perfect 
solution of all social problems. It repre- 
sents a means by which the established 
state power of Stalin’s empire expresses its 
dynamism. The Slavic countries of Europe 
ARE Socialist encirclement.’’ 


Minimum and Maximum 
Expectations of the Kremlin. 


How much farther does Stalin want to 
g0? 

This question is answered partly by a 
summation of his minimum and maximum 
expectations: 

“Stalin expects to make — the present 
crisis (in Europe) permanent by a defin- 
itive division of Europe or to solve it by 
transforming the entire continent into an 
annex of the Russian empire. His min- 
imum expectations include the political 
incorporation of the Slavic countries into 
the Soviet Union and the international 
recognition of the River Elbe as the Rus- 
sian frontier. His maximum expectations 
involve the inclusion of West and South- 
west Europe into the lebensraum of Rus- 
sia, the military and diplomatic with- 
drawal of the United States from Europe, 
and the separation of England from the 
continent. 

“American policy might accept a West- 
ern European bloc as a long term com- 
promise. Its sensibilities may not be 
shocked by the discovery that such a bloc 
is nothing but a Western name‘for Stal- 
in’s minimum expectations. Europe 
.could view such a solution only as an- 
other form of a slow end. Its Western 
parts cannot live without an organic con- 
nection with its Central and European 
parts. 

“Stalin has won the first round of this 
struggle.”

“Biblical age.’’ What of his successor? 
Stalin does not wish to create a successor, 
the authors contend, nor could he do so 
even if he wanted to.

Hague Is Still Powerful 
In His New Jersey Kingdom 


Upon A bdicating as Mayor 


Boss Who Took Pride in Having Tighter Organization 
Than Tammany Owes 30 Years’ Dominance in Jersey 
City to Cunning Combination of Force and Generosity; 
Remains as Democratic Le ader.

The bald, belligerent, cold-eyed king of 
Hudson County, who had boasted that he 
had a better organization than Tammany 
and had witnessed the rout of the Tammany 
sachems, who had gone right on ruling while 
other city bosses were going to jail.or into 
the discard, had reached the haven of peace- 
ful retirement at 71. Tom Pendergast of 
Kansas City, who had once been on the 
pinnacle of power attained by Frank Hague, 
had died in disgrace. Hague retired full 
of honors—and at a moment of his own 
choosing. Hague’s retirement as mayor be- 
came effective June 17 but he retained his 
position as Democratic leader in Hudson 
county. 

Although his hold on Hudson County had 
been shaken in recent years by Republican 
victories and fusion movements of independ- 
ent citizens had shown signs of strength, 
Hague passed the scepter without challenge 
to his nephew, Frank Hague Eggers, and 
the City Commission ratified Eggers as 
Mayor. He. promised to carry on in the 
Hague tradition. 


No One Claims He Was 
Pushed Off His Throne. 


Hague withdrew in his own stern style, 
with a spate of solemn and incoherent 
oratory marked by his customary arrogance, 
No one claimed that he had been pushed 
from his throne. Even in retirement, the 
tall old man with the pale suspicious eyes 
still held the tremendous power he had ob- 
tained by tireless devotion to the details of 
politics, by creating a solid organization and 
holding it under tight discipline with a ring 
of spies, by establishing himself as a foe of 
racketeers and a champion of high morality, 
and above all by a strike of social wiz- 
ardry—the gigantic Medical Center he had 
built for the faithful voters, to take away 
their aches and pains, deliver their babies, 
and nurse them into a hearty old age. 

His enemies came out with thoughtful 
statements, referring to a licking taken in 
an election May 13 by a Hague henchman 
in Hoboken and hinting that Hague had 
glimpsed some sad skywriting in the air. 
Their statements did not carry the ring of 
buoyant. optimism. Hague seemed to retain 
a firm hold on the Hudson County voters, 
and he continued to command obedience 
from city commissioners, judges, tax as- 
sessors, and other key men. 

Hague’s reign of thirty years has been 
based on a cunning combination of force 
and generosity. He put in the foundation 
of his rule when he was chosen Director 
of Public Safety in Jersey City after the 
voters had approved a change from the city 
council form of government to the commis- 
sion plan/in 1913. Like many other bosses, 
Hague originally posed as a reformer. Un- 
like many bosses, he has kept many aspects 
of reform rule through his three triumphant 
decades—he has assigned special police 
squads to keep New York racketeers from 
migrating into Hudson Oounty, he has 
warred on the prostitutes, frowned on night 
clubs and dance halls, publicly thundered 
against vice, crime and juvenile delinquency. 

His basic instrument of power has always 
been a large police force, kept under a 
close check by his planted agents. He first 
gained control of the police in his public 
safety job thirty-four years ago. After 
John Milton, a clever lawyer who played an 
important role in building up Hague, had 
pushed through the state legislature a tricky 
law which gave the head of public safety 
judicial power, Hague tore the old Jersey 
City police department completely apart. 
He smashed the AFL unions to which the 
policemen had belonged, replaced hundreds 
of officers with hand-picked men, installed 
his spies to prevent future rebellions, and 
welded the police into an iron fist. 


Many Social Services 
Are Provided for Workers. 


He pleased many church people by driving 
out the prostitutes and pickpockets who had 
infested Jersey City. He pleased business 
men by luring hundreds of factory owners 
to move their plants into Hudson County. 
by picturing the working men of his baili- 
wick as contented souls filled with apprecia- 
tion of the bounty of employers. 

Although he operated in golden harmony 
with the factory owners, Hague kept the 
working people fairly happy by giving them 
many social services through city depart- 
ments and his political clubs. And the 
gleaming towers of the Medical Center, 
built at a cost of more than $25,000,000 and 
rising brightly above the dingy slums of 
dilapidated Jersey City, were symbols that 
meant much to the citizens with small in-

When he got into power as Mayor in 1917, 
Hague accentuated the positive side of his 
program and soft-pedaled the role of the 
police. Always fussy about his own health 
—he wears high collars to protect his 
throat, gave up smoking because it made his 
mouth sore, stopped drinking because it 
disturbed his sensitive stomach—he took a 
personal interest in the construction of the 
Center. He staffed it with excellent doctors, 
provided the most modern equipment. 

One of the effective slogans used by 
Hague’s men in campaigns has been: ‘‘Keep 
healthy with Hague.”’ 

Of course, the reverse side of the Hague 
health slogan has always been: “If you're 
not with Hague, you won’t be healthy or 
happy in Hudson County.” ‘The Mayor, who 
is astonishingly sensitive to attacks for a 
man so well entrenched, goes after his critics 
and enemies with every weapon in his 
arsenal—from parking tickets to increased 
taxes to the nightsticks of his regiments of 
policemen. He learned early that the power 
to tax is the power to destroy, and vocifer- 
ous critics have found their taxes a crushing 
weight upon them. 

Rulings by state boards and legislation 
passed by the Republican legislature, and 
court decisions in conflict with his own will 
have often been treated in cavalier fashion 
by Hague. He won an international reputa- 
tion as a strong man by his famous declara- 
tion in Jersey City that “I am the law.” 

When he refused to grant civil liberties 
to CIO organizers who had attempted to 
distribute circulars and hold meetings in 
Hudson County, Hague had to appear before 
oa Supreme Court of the United States in

There he was questioned about-his all- 
inclusive declaration. Here is a transcript 
of his testimony: 

nis I said that how two eases was 
brought to my office by Dr. Hopkins, the 
assistant superintendent of schools. Two 
boys had refused to go to school. One 
was twelve and the other was thirteen 
years old, and he had decided to send these 
boys to a state institution for violating the 
truancy laws of our city, and the question 
was brought before me in my office in an 
official manner, and I disaussed with the 
boys just exactly what was before them... . 
I then turned to the boys and I said, ‘Don’t 
you think it would be nice if we was to 
arrange to have you earn four or five dollars 
a week to support your mother and your 
family?’ ...So the boys agreed. I then— 
Hopkins interrupted me. He says, ‘Mr. 
Mayor, that’s a violation of the law. The 
Working Papers Law in this state is a 16- 
year period. You cannot send these boys to 
work.’ I turned to him and said: ‘The boys 
are going to work. I am the law in this 
case.’ 

“Now that’s what was interpreted as ‘I 
am the law.’ ”’ 

Later, in the course of his testimony, he 
was asked directly: ‘“‘Now you sent those 
boys to work despite the law?” Hague 
answered: “Yes. I saved the begs from a 
criminal career.” A few minutes afterward, 
he was questioned again: ‘So that, Mayor, 
in the daily functioning of the government 
of Jersey City, your statement made under 
the circumstances we discussed earlier. ‘I 
am the law,’ is to all intents and purposes 
true, isn't it?’’ Hague replied: “Yes.” 

Hague’'s influence beyond the borders of 
Hudson County has been sharply reduced 
under the administrations of the last three 
governors. One, Charles Edison, was named 


as a candidate on the Demoératic ticket at 
the insistence of the late President Roose- 
velt's advisers. Edison fought Hague 
throughout a three-year term. The Repub- 
lican governors who succeeded Edison have 
blocked and harried Hague at every op- 
portunity. 

In Hudson County, though, he stayed 
supreme. Today his word is still virtually 
the law in Jersey City. He has been a 
Campaigner against carnal vice and rack- 
eteering, but Jersey City is a favorite hang- 
out for bookies and race touts, who are not 
classed as undesirable elements by Hague's 
wary police. He denied repeatedly, how- 


ever, that the bookmakers have cut him 
in on any of their profits or that he has 
received any money for political favors. His 
considerable fortune has come, he declares, 


from stock market tips given him by wealthy 
friends.

110 Years of Flood Folly 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In reference to the increased interest 
“{n a Missouri Valley Authority project 
concurrent with the recent floods, I 
think that a few observations are in or- 
der regarding the objectives of such an 
~ undertaking. 

Within the last four years there have 
been three floodg in the Missouri and 
Mississippi rivers which have had crests 

, almost as high as the record high water 
-.of 1844. This increased frequency of 
very high stages naturally raises the 
question whether there may not be some 
connection between the so-called im- 
provements carried out on these rivers 
by the United States Engineers during 
the last century, and particularly during 
the last five or 10 years, and our in- 
-creasing floods. Some facts seem to 
‘ point to that direction. 

In 1837 Robert E. Lee, then a young 
West Point graduate, made a report up- 

*on the Mississippi River at St. Louis. He 
stated that the variation between low 
and high water was 23 feet. Under his 
engineering direction, “improvements” to 
the river were begun. These had for 
“their sole purpose the improvement for 
navigation. At that time navigation was 
all-important; there were no railroads 
-until after 1850. Lee’s work, like most of 
“the other work done on the river since, 
consisted in restricting the flood chan- 
nel, or in confining the river to increase 
the depth at low stages. 
* . * 

This same restriction has been the or- 
thodox policy of the Army Engineers 
ever since. Until quite recently they op- 
posed even the cutting through of 
necks of the tortuous bends in the lower 
river, and thus prevented the maximum 
flow of water with the least rise in 
‘stage. This mistaken policy as regards 
the cut-offs has now been corrected, but 
the Engineers are still building dikes in 
the stream (on the Missouri) or navi- 
gation dams across the river to form a 
series of pools which make for much 
leas fuel consumption by the barges of 
certain private operators (e.g. Standard 
Oil, Ford) on the upstream trip, yet 
serving little other economic use. 

Both these measures are directly op- 
posed to flood control. They both tend 
to*cause a higher stage of water for a 
given volume of water coming down the 
xiver. Any obstruction in the floodway 
thes this effect., Bridges and levees have 
the same effect. If the Columbia Bot- 
toms airport is constructed and protect- 
ed with levees, or filled up above high 
water, this will result in causing greater 
floods for the same amount of water in 
the river. Because of its location at the 
mouth of the Missouri, the Columbia 
Bottoms work would be especially dam- 
aging. ¢

As an indication of what the work 
of the Army Engineers during the last 
century has resulted in, instead of Lee’s 
reported variation of 23 feet between 
low and high water, we now have about 
double that for a given volume of water. 
Also there is the fact that the measured 
volume of water passing St. Louis in 
the record year of 1844 was about 1,- 
300,000 cubic feet per second, whereas in 
the recent floods, the volume of water 
was only about two thirds as much, 
though the height of the floods was 
about the same as in 1844. Part of the 
blame seems to rest in “pork barrel” 
politics, though the Engineers have been 
vested with authority over all work. 

A new outlook on river improvement 
is demanded. It should recognize pres- 
ent-day realities as regards transporta- 
tion and not be based on the fallacious 
idea that river transportation is cheaper 
or benefits any but a few large users. 

The public suffers the flood losses. 
The river work should be designed to 
give the greatest protection from floods, 
even if such protection is inconsistent 
with navigation.

Senate Foreign Relations Committee, said Friday 
that he is opposed to a loan of six billions a 
year for Europe. Senator Ball of Minnesota says 
he will favor the plan only if it looks toward 
the reconstruction of Europe on private-enter- 
prise rather than socialistic lines. In this he 
echoes former Gov. Stassen of Minnesota, who 
carries considerable weight in Congress. 


Test of America’s Role‘ 


The Minnesotans mean that they don’t like 
the nationalization of industry which has been 
taking place in England under the Labor Gov- 
ernment or the similar trend in France and .Ger- 
many. Their point of view will find some sup- 
port, although it certainly would be presumptu- 
ous for the United States to try to dictate the 
internal policies of European nations. 

The rough sailing ahead for the Marshall plan 
in the House is indicated by the fact that Repre- 
sentative John Taber’s powerful Appropriations 
Committee has not yet approved even'the $400.,- 
000,000 authorized by Congress for aid to 
Greece and Turkey. 

If Secretary Marshall's invitees are not to 
find themselves all, dressed .up with nowhere to 
go, the American public would better get set 
to make its wishes felt in Congress. 

This will be the stiffest test yet whether 
America means to play out its role of a leader 
in world affairs or whether it will retreat within 
its own borders as it did after World War I. It 
will decide whether we are to stick in the fight 
to keep Russia from dominating Europe. The 
bets are being made: we have to put up or get 
out of the game. 


What Europe Can Do 


And as opponents of the Marshall plan will 
point out, the game is not penny-ante. Most of 
the six billions a year we are called upon to put 
up probably will never be repaid, and it amounts 
to $44.50 a year for every man, woman and child 
in the United States. 

“That is the direct cost. The burden in higher 
living costs caused by the drain of American 
goods abroad will amount to much more. 


America will be willing to shoulder this load — 


only if it is assured that Europe means to help 
itself. America will not send six billions a year 
abroad indefinitely on the dubious assumption 
that that alone will prevent Western Europe from 
locking arms with the Communists. 

What are the evidences Europe should give 
that it means to help itself? First, it should 
place in effect a scheme for reviving industry in 
the Saar and the Ruhr, the heart of European

Second, Europe must lower its tariffs and 
pool its resources. The United Nations Economic 
Commission has issued a report showing the in- 
ternational character of electric transmission 
systems, railroads and inland waterway trans- 
portation, and the necessity of reducing the bar- 
riers that retard the flow of products from one 
nation to another. Unless Europe loosens its 
strait jacket. of tariffs, American aid won’t go 
very far. ) ’ 

Third, the European natiohs must make better 
use of their colonial resources. There has been 
a tremendous amount of twaddle about Europe’s 
lack of natural wealth. 

With what they have at home and in overseas 
empires, Britain, France and Holland in par- 
ticular are wealthy in natural resources. In 
1943, the Brookings Institution published its 
book, “World Minerals and World Peace.” 
It shows that in raw materials several European 
countries are far from underprivileged as com- 
pared with the United States. 

This book grades the countries of the world 
in respect to their deposits of 26 major miner- 
als. The United States rates A in six minerals 
and B in five others, compared with 17 As and 
one B for the British Empire. France has _ six 
As and-the Netherlands three. Germany, which 
far outstripped any other European country in 
industrial output, had only two As and one B. 


To Preserve Friendship 


That many of the minerals of Europe are 
in colonies rather than at home is beside the 
point. Water transportation is cheap. If a na- 
tion has industrial initiative, the ores can be 
smelted abroad or shipped in. 

Proof of this exists in the United States. The 
Bethlehem Steel Corp., at its huge plant at 
Sparrows Point, Md., manufactures steel from 
ores brought from Cuba, Venezuela and Chile. 
The cost figure presumably is as low as for any 
large steel plant in Ameriga. 

Other examples are the American tin and rub- 
ber industries. With’ no raw tin or rubber pro- 
duction, the United States before the war led 
the world in producing finished tin and rubber. 

God helps those who help themselves. America 
does not aspire to the role of Providence, but it 
certainly should not pay out six billions a year 
to help Europe unless Europe helps itself. 

Every step under the Marshall plan should be 
taken with this fact hard-headedly in mind. The 
earlier and the more clearly itis understood, the 
easier it will be to avoid eventual hard feelings 
and preserve international friendships.

“The average American surely realizes,” Gen. 
Eisenhower told the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, “that in event of a conflagration the 
initial step would include an effort against the 
industrial areas of North America in the vicinity 
of the Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence river.” 

Over the top of the world, where bombers will 
fly in the next war, the shortest distance to the 
most likely targets in the United States comes 
out not at the industrial centers of the Atlantic 
Coast but at the factory cities of the Midwest. 

The area which includes St. Louis is “Atom 
Alley” and has as much reason to be internation- 
ally minded as Boston or New York. 
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In Memory of a Great Editor 

To observe the 100th anniversary of the birth 
of the great English editor, Charles Prestwich 
Scott, his successors on the Manchester Guard- 
ian have issued an impressive volume of 
tributes, appraisals, accounts of his methods and 
selections of his editorials. 

Born of stanch nonconformist stock, Scott, 
soon after leaving Oxford, joined the Guardian 
staff at the age of 24. He was made editor only 
a year later and promptly grew the beard that 
was a notable physical characteristic the rest of 
his life. This hirsute display was designed to 
hide his youth and to make it easier for him 
to deal with staff members who had gone to 
work for the Guardian before he was born. For 
the next 58 years, the most important thing in 
the world to C. P. Scott was editing his news- 
paper. Since he was its governing director his 
last two and a half years, his span in the Guard- 
ian office was more than 60 years. 

But it was what Scott did with his long tenure 
that raised him as a giant among the world’s 
editors. Writing persuasively in short, telling 
sentences, with little ornamentation, he made 
his columns purveyors of accurate news and 
informed, independent opinion. He chose his 
positions carefully but once he had frankly de- 
clared them, he was utterly indifferent to parti- 
san and uniformed critics. So it was that over 
the years a provincial English newspaper became 
widely known as a free and responsible press. 

“C. P. S.” wrote almost nothing outside the 


Guardian and seldom anything under his name. 
He preferred to be part of the newspaper speak- 
ing as an entity. When the Guardian passed its 
100th milestone he defined the purpose and 
duties of a newspaper in memorable words: 
A newspaper is, of necessity, something of 

a monopoly, and its first duty is to shun the 

temptations of monopoly. Its primary office 

is the gathering of news. At the peril of its 

soul, it must see that the supply is not tainted. 

Neither in what it gives nor in what it does 

not give, nor in the presentation, must the 

unclouded face of truth suffer wrong. Com- 

ment is free, but facts are sacred. 

The men who follow Scott of the Guardian 
are the keepers of one of the heritages of the 
English-speaking peoples. 
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To Preserve Italy’s Masterpieces 

The art of Italy is the property of the world. 
Both its magnificence and the genius of its cre- 
ators cannot be coveted jealously by any na- 
tional or ethnic group. Though Italy’s art may 
have an aura or even a style identifying it with 
a specific geographical area, its full value lies 
in its magnetic appeal to all peoples. That is 
the basis of its universality. : 

Much of Italy’s art suffered the ravages of 
war. Despite efforts to shield them, in excess 
of 2500 monuments were damaged. So were 
churches, sculptures, buildings and frescoes, 
many of which were fashioned by the great 
masters—Michelangelo, Titian, Giotto, da Vinci 
and others. The destruction included the famed 
Campo Santo at Pisa containing many four- 
teenth and fifteenth century frescoes; frescoes 
painted at Padua by Andrea Mantegna; Giovanni 
Battista Tiepolo’s “Triumph of Hercules” at 
Verona; the celebrated San Lorenzo Fuori le 
Mura Church at Rome. Unless these works are 
promptly restored, they may be lost forever. 

An exhibition of 60 photographs of Italian 
art works requiring repair will go on display for 
a month beginning tomorrow at the City Art 
Museum, This show will be an adjunct of a na- 
tionwide drive for $1,500,000 to enable the res- 
toration of these works and to provide relief for 
Italian artists. 

Contributions and pledges will be accepted at 
the Museum for the duration of the exhibit.

FLIGHT FROM THE CITY, by Ralph Borsodi. (Schoo! 

of Living, Suffern, N. Y.) 

This is a third edition of a book pub- 
lished shortly after the crash of 1929. Mr. 
Borsodi tells us that it is now being re- 
published before a crash which will be so 
much worse that it may change America 
from a nation based on free enterprise into 
a government based on the ownership and 
operation of all enterprise. 


If, however, the American people, family 
by family, turn to the land and establish 
modern American homesteads; if they will 
look to themselves and their own families 
living on a plot of land for their own secu- 
rity; if they will thereby produce for them- 
selves the basic necessities, such as shelter, 
bread, meat, milk, fruit, vegetables and 
clothing, instead of depending upon busi- 
ness and industry to provide them with 
jobs and guarantee them against un- 
employment—freedom in America may yet 
be saved.

Thus his message in the present edition 
is the same as it was over a decade ago; 
that sensible people should begin now to 
establish themselves on land, all the more 
important before the present cycle of in- 
flation robs them of their savings and the 
nation is plunged into the misery of a 
serious depression. 


How this may be done the author pro- 
ceeds to explain from his own personal ex- 
perience. His flight from the city happily 
occurred prior to the depression of the ‘30s 
and all through the depression he felt se- 
cure, for he produced on his small home- 
stead practically all the needs of his fam- 
ily, not excepting weaving material for 
suits, dresses, rugs, draperies, etc. With 
little money but with plenty of hope, in- 
genuity and enterprise, Mr. Borsodi says 
that he is now living in a safe harbor, 
free of the worries, troubles. and misery 
that usually beset mankind, especially 
when our economy takes its recurrent 
tailspins.

To those who feel that their position is 
insecure, who feel that life is a hopeless 
struggle to make income match outgo, this 
book will provide a means to get back to 
the soil and become more or less inde- 
pendent. But one-ehould not forget that 
a widespread movement to independent 
homesteads would result in a serious un- 
balance in our economy—so serious, in 
fact, that the result would likely be much 
worse than any business depression we

Demons in Petticoats 


WITCHCRAFT IN ENGLAND, by Christina Hole. 


(Charles Scribner's Sons, New York.) 

Perhaps there is such a thing as prog- 
ress, after all. At least, we no longer be- 
lieve in witches. 

Once upon a time—and not so long ago 
as we might think—witch-belief had a 
tremendous hold on all our ancestors and 
deeply affected their lives. The rulers 
of church and state struggled continuously 
to stamp out witchcraft; the peasant went 
in daily fear of some local sorcerer. It 
was responsible for many acts of cruelty 
and for much unjust suspicion and ostra- 
cism. 

But it {ts entirely an erroneous idea, 
we are told by Miss Hole, to think of the 
whole tradition as little more than a 
proof of our ancestors’ credulity. Many peo- 
ple, she writes, “sincerely believe that no 
witches ever in fact existed outside the 
excited and over-heated imagination of 
their enemies.” Actually, the black art

Here are reports on how we Americans 

are doing in enemy territory—two on Ger- 
many and one on Japan. A general con- 
clusion might be: We are not doing as well 
as we could or should, we might be doing 
worse, and we will need to stay for many 
years if we are to be successful. 

Bill White does a reporting job. He cul- 
tivates such sources as a German nation- 
alist, a Berlin Jew, a bright fraulein who 
cannot remember before Hitler and an 
American-educated propagandist. He finds 
that Americans are regarded generally in 
Europe as “a quixotic, irresponsible people, 
who intervene to tip the scales in wars, 
talking loudly of our wish for a democratic 
world, but then walk out without finish- 
ing the job.” He thinks we can do little 
about the Russians but much with the Ger- 
mans, whom we cannot allow to “putrefy.”

Harold Zink's book is, in this reader's 
opinion, much the most important study #o 
far of our German operation. The author 
has special equipment to make it so. An 
able political scientist, he is devoted to de- 
mocracy. A military government Major, 
(1943-45), he knows the travail that went 
into the MG handbook for Germany. He 
knows from the inside what pressures and 
personalities influenced major decisions of 
our Group Contro] Council which he served 

Aware of both the mistakes (many of 
which he cites) and “the great amount of 
faithful and reasonably effective effort,” 
Zink is appalled at the wide indifference 
as to what goes on in Germany, where the 
stake is so great. He proposes that reso- 
lute action take the place of lip service in 
high places. He calls for a commitment 
to stay in Germany at least 10 years. It is 
not necessary to accept all his judgments 
to agree that it is time to end the divided 
Army-State Department control and to fix 
responsibility in the presidential office.

Messrs. Kelley and Ryan, correspondents 
at MacArthur's headquarters, acknowledge 
Japanese industry, ambition and willing- 
ness to learn. They are impressed by the 
intelligent Jap’s desire to please and ap- 
preciation of what will “sell.” “He can 
hop on a band wagon faster than any Wash- 
ington politician.” Our performance in 
the Orient convinces these observers that 
peace depends on establishing an equilibri- 
um between China and Japan. They pro- 
pose that Japan become a ward of U.N.

T this crucial moment when a two-world order looms before us, 
nothing could have been more tonic than Secretary Marshall's 


For the first time the man who is directing American foreign 
policy has told the European peoples in concrete and simple terms 
exactly what the United States has done to help them since the end 


of the war. 


And for the first time, in 


language which can neither be 


distorted nor misinterpreted, he has pointed out the fundamental 
difference between the records of the Soviet Union and of the 
United States in their dealings with the independent peoples of 
Europe. It was high time that this contrast should have been drawn. 


These facts must be brought 
home to the masses of the people. 

Az I have previously written, the 
crisis which will decide whether 
Italy will adhere to the principles 
of individual liberty or become a 
‘Soviet-dominated police state will 
probably reach its climax during 
the coming months. There is no 
country in western Europe where 
American propaganda has been 
more hopelessly deficient. Not- 
withstanding all of the advantages 
which it has possessed, this Gov- 
ernment has fallen down lamenta- 
bly in getting across to the Italian 
people the nature of American 
policy and the extent of the help 
which this country has given 
them. 

Why Communism Gains. 

At the present moment less than 
one third of Italy's 45 million in- 
habitants support Communism. 
Yet because of the ruthless fanati- 
cism and ability of its leaders, be- 
cause of its far superior organiza- 
tion and, above all else, because 
of the unlimited funds at its dis- 
posal, the Italian Communist party 
is beginning to shape the think- 
ing of a large majority of the 
Italian people. 

The United States has time on 
the Italian radio networks, It 
has information centers in a few 
of the larger Italian cities. But 
desirable as this may be, the ef- 
fects of such activities have so far 
been negligible in comparison to 
the impact: on Italian public opin- 
jon of the six Communist dailies 
and of the 100 Communist weeklies 
now being circulated in Italy, of 
the propaganda being carried on 
by Soviet emissaries, and of the 
fact that the six-million-member 
‘General. Labor Confederation is 
Communist controlled,

in vast quantities the local distri- 
bution of relief was frequently in 
the hands of these agents. They 
have led innumerable Italians to 
believe that the assistance coming 
from America was actually help 
rendered by the Soviet Union. 

The State Department's infor- 
mation service has been ineffi- 
cient. The qualifications of its 
administrators have been justly 
open to serious question. But ata 
time when it is more than ever es- 
sential that the truth with regard 
to this country be made available 
to other peoples, and particularly 
to those in Europe, it would surely 
have been the part of wisdom for 
the Congress to insist upon a radi- 
cal overhauling of the propaganda 
machinery in the State Depart- 
ment rather than to reduce the 
appropriations for that service. 

What is needed is that the 
masses of the people in Europe be 
given the opportunity of digesting 
the kind of information contained 
in Secretary Marshall's speech. 

Truth Not Made Known. 

As a brilliant Italian statesman 
—a true democrat of the younger 
generation—said to me a few days 
ago, the great bulk of the Italian 
people have as yet had few 
chances tp know such facts. They 
do not realize, for example, that 
the United States favored a just 
peace with Italy and that it was 
the Soviet Union that insisted on 
the present harsh and unfair 
terms, and demanded the sever- 
ance from Italy of Trieste, They 
have not been told that many 
thousands of the Italians taken 
prisoners by the Russians were 
slaughtered in cold blood. Only 
a few have learned of the humane 
and friendly treatment given Ital- 
ian prisoners of war in the United 
States. Only a small percentage 
have ever heard of the contraband 
organization which the Commu- 
nists set up along the frontier 
between Italy and Yugoslavia 
through which a large part of the 
wheat sent from the United States 
to feed the starving Italians was 
filtered into the Balkans to fur- 
ther the Soviet Union's policies in 
that area. 

For lack of resources and for 
lack of a sufficient medium of in- 
formation the democratic parties 
in Italy have been able to do lit- 
tle to make these facts known. 
As was recently demonstrated in 
Venice, when Prime Minister de 
Gasperi's efforts to speak at a 
great public demonstration were 
halted by Communist riot squads, 
the Communists will make every 
effort to prevent the democratic 
leaders from enlightening the peo- 
ple. For that reason statements 
such as that made by Secretary 
Marshall will be especially help- 
ful if they can be made known 
to the people as a whole. Every 
facility available to the State De- 
partment should be used so that 
the facts contained in them may 
reach the European peoples this 
summer, 

If the truth can be told to the 
man in the street, to the worker 
in the factory and to the peasant 
on the farm, the effects of Com- 
munist coercion and of Communist 
propaganda can be far more read- 
ily combated.

A Special Correspondent of the 
e Post-Dispatch, 
ATHENS (By Radio). 
ITH some 2000 Communists, 
W) inciuaing all the outstanding 
party leaders, in jail here in 
Athens and in nearby cities, the 
political situation in Greece’is on 
the verge of explosion. 

As nearly as I can find out, the 
Government made a clean sweep 
in taking the Communist leaders 
and leftits into custody. While 
hundreds are still in jail, reports 
are that many alréady have been 
put aboard ships and sent into 
exile, ‘ 

The raids put to an end negoti- 
ations which had just been started 
by the E.A.M. looking to a com- 
promise agreement with the Gov- 
ernment to end hostilities in the 
north. The approach was made 
through Themistocles Sophoulis, 
veteran head of the Labor pary. 
Sophoulis emphasized to me that 
he was not actually acting as 
mediator between the Government 
and the E.A.M., but simply trying 
to bring about an accord that 
would stop civil war. 

“Civil war can be stopped only 
by political means and not by 
military means,” he said. “That is 
something about which the Ameri- 
cans can do nothing. We have 
got to settle this matter our- 
selves. Only a coalition govern- 
ment that is trusted by all Greeks 
can bring peace.” 

The arrest of all the Communist 
leaders and party workers leaves 
the Rightist rulers more strongly 
in the saddle, but there is a tense- 
ness in Athens that is disquieting. 

Observers are wondering if 
American aid will come in time, 
for the political situation in 
Greece is getting worse by the 
hour. 

Dwight Griswold is going to dis- 
appoint the Greeks when he ar- 
rives here tomorrow unless he 
turns out to be a combination of 
Santa Claus and a miracle man. 
Extravagant expectations of the 
people will make his task more 
difficult. 

Valuable time has been lost 
since Paul Porter left three 
months ago.

IKE a messenger boy over- 
L loaded with bundles, Austria is 

struggling to pass through the 
international turnstile from enemy 
to friendly soil. With food, money 
and diplomatic support, the United 
States is trying to help. Even so, 
Austria moves only slowly. 

France, as well as the United 
States and Britain, has been try- 
ing to extricate Austria from the 
enemy status in which the failure 
of the Moscow conference keeps 
it pinned, Lt. Gen. Bethouart, 
commander of the French occupa- 
tion forces, last week demanded 
that censorship be lifted and tour- 
ists be allowed to enter freely. 
These efforts get hamstrung on 
much lower levels by the very 
powers that initiate them, 

The United States has lifted 
bars on dollar-paying Americans 
coming here, but at the same time 
declines to grapple with the hotel 
question which is tied with the 
underground railroad to Palestine. 
Jewish refugees, occupying the 
best hotels at Bad Gastein, have 
refused the Army’s order to move 
to more modest quarters, 

Allied Censorship. 

Censorship fell not altogether 
gracefully on its face this week 
when Allied authorities for the 
second time barred a three-act 
satire, “Simone and the Peace,” 
by the Austrian playwright, Adolf 
Schutz, who lives in Stockholm. 
This piece, already played in 
Paris without trouble, concerns 
four chauffeurs of foreign minis- 
ters gathered at a conference in a 
castle near Paris, who comment 
freely and irreverently on interna- 
tional diplomacy, 

This pinprick of uncertainty in 
Austria is being unfolded against 
a background where the Ameri- 
cans are now steadily releasing 
Austrian political prisoners, while 
the Russians and, to a lesser de- 
gree, the British and French, are 
retaining both war and political 
prisoners, 

If the German pattern is dupli- 
cated in Austria, many Russian 
prisoners will return as Commu- 
nist labor union leaders of the 
same type now penetrating the 
American, British and French 
zones in Western Germany. The 
pace of political indoctrination of 
Austrian prisoners seems partly to 
determine Russian reluctance to 
agree on the Austrian peace 
treaty. 

Austrian Official’s Statement. 

In a bold speech in Baden this 
week, Minister of the Interior Os- 
Kar Helmer said: “Some say that 
reconstruction in Austria does not 
go ahead fast enough. We would 
have gone farther if we had been 
on our own, and free. 

“What we want is free disposal 
of the things we produce. Then 
the food situation will improve, 
because we can exchange with 
the whole world, So long as we 
cannot control our own produc- 
tion, we run the danger of re- 
maining a beggar state.” 

Helmer said that Austria’s bid 
for entry into the United Nations 
had been made necessary by its 
“unprotected frontiers.” 

“We are forced to seek pro- 
tection through the U.N.,” Helmer 
declared. “We don’t want to steer 
toward one side alone; we want 
to stay independent, We have had 
enough of mergers. And we have 
had enough of dictatorships and 
want no more, whether from one 
side or the other.”

Would Soften Red Victories, 

The chief immediate use of such 
a coalition would be to soften the 
revolutionary and military impact 
of the sweeping Communist vic- 
tories which many people feel are 
inevitable in these areas. It would 
solve many problems for the Com- 
munists themselves and for the 
non-Communist communities 
which their armies are closing in 
on, 

The public—fed up with the 
Civil War—would probably gain 
by any solution which spared big 
North China cities from the ruin- 
ous death struggle now apparently 
impending, 

Such a coalition would make 
room for the talents of thousands 
of independent intellectuals and 
other leaders who are not Com- 
munists but are at outs with the 
present government and are mark- 
ing time uselessly. Many of these 
leaders have the coalition idea 
definitely in mind. 

Categories of Those for Move. 


They fall into the following cate- 
gories, among others: 

1, The Democratic League, the 
only Chinese “minority party” 
which has refused to join in the 
government's Civil War effort. The 
Democratic League is not active 
now in Chinese politics. It is put- 
ting its efforts into converting it- 
self from a union of small groups 
and committees into a true party 
with direct individual member- 
ships. In trying to become a real 
political party it is definitely look- 
ing forward to a future in a coal- 
ition, 

2. The {Increasing numbers of 
non-party left-wing Chinese who 
are living a futile and discourag- 
ing life in non-Communist China, 
mainly in the big cities —- news- 
paper people; professors who sym- 


demonstrations and who believe 
their contracts will not be renewed 
this fall; and various Chinese hav- 
ing increasing trouble in fitting 
themselves into the present 
society. 

8. The many old-time Chinese 
leaders who have fallen out with 
the Government at one point or 
another along its way. Many of 
these refer to themselves as left- 
wing members of the Kuomintang 
(the dominant Nationalist party), 
which ts headed by Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek. ? 

Need for Army’s Work. 


It is doubtful whether a coali- 
tion of these and similar elements 
can come into being by political 
negotiation alone. The way for it 
must be broken by*the Communist 
armies, If these armies expand 
their holdings, however, and if a 
coalition is successfully created 
behind them, it may begin to win 
converts from Nationalist govern- 
ment. personnel, many of whom 
seem to be dissatisfied and frus- 
trated and holding their jobs for 
lack of anything better to do. 

There is no sign the entire Kuo- 
mintang can be won over this 
way, no matter how bad things 
look for it. There is little doubt 
in this reporter's mind the Com- 
munists would be the fundamental 
boss in any coalition such as the 
one indicated above. However, 
they might give their allies con- 
siderable leeway, at least in the 
beginning. If the Communists take 
over all of China or large addi- 
tional parts, they will be faced by 
troublesome digestive problems 
for years to come. There are in- 
dications they recoginze they will 
need all the help they can get.

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Conspirators Confused, Some Lost Nerve | 
When News of Hitler’s Death Proved False | 
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Half-Hearted At- 
tempt to Seize Pow- 
er in Berlin Was 
Succeeded by Re- 
prisals and Terror 
All Over Germany.

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N July 20, 1944, General Beck, 

and the chief military con- 

spirators and several of their 
civilian advisors gathered in Fried- 
rich Olbricht’s office in the War 
Ministry to await the signal from 
East Prussia. 

At about 3:30, Stauffenberg’s ad- 
jutant, Werner von Haeften, called 
from Adlershof airport to report 
that Stauffenberg and he were 
safely back in Berlin. He added 
tersely: “Hitler is dead.” 

The conspirators sprang into 
action. Olbricht and his chief of 
staff, Colonel Merz von Quirn- 
heim, went to General Fritz 
Fromm’s office, told him that the 
Fuhrer was dead, and asked him 
to give the general alert to the 
Replacement Army, (which 
Fromm commanded), Fromm de- 
manded to know how Olbricht 
knew Hitler was dead. All that 
Olbricht could say was not enough 
to convince Fromm. He picked 
up the phone and, to Olbricht’s 
and Quirnheim’'s dismay, got Kei- 
fel at Supreme Headquarters. Ob- 
viously, something had gone 
wrong. The communication center 
at Hitler’s headquarters was func- 
tioning. Keitel told Fromm the 
Fuehrer was only slightly wounded 
and demanded to know where 
Stauffenberg was. 

Fromm hung up and turned to 
Olbricht and Quirnheim. He had 
made his decision. Hitler was 
alive and consequently he, Fromm, 
would take no treasonable action 
against his oath and his Fuehrer. 

Olbricht then went to get Stauf- 
fenberg, who had just arrived 
from the airport. Stauffenberg 

assionately pleaded with Fromm. 
n a desperate last effort to win 
Fromm, Stauffenberg admitted 
that he had placed the bomb. 
“Hitler will destroy our country 
if we fail to act now,” he pleaded. 
Fromm Overpowered. 

His frankness increased his 
chief's fury. Fromm declared he 
would arrest everyone present, but 
the conspirators had foreseen this 
eventuality. They overpowered 
Fromm. Olbricht disarmed him 
and summoned Hoeppner to take 
over the command of the Replace- 
ment Army. 

This appointment was the first 
act of the “new regime” by the 
“new” commander in chief, Field 
Marshal von Witzleben. 

‘ At 4 p.m, the commander of the 
Berlin garrison, Lt. Gen. Paul von 
Hase, began to surround the Gov- 
ernment quarter with the Berlin 
Guard Battalion. Peter Yorck von 
Wartenburg was issuing passes 
over Stauffenberg’s signature to 
reliable officers. Young Von 
Kleist, Georg von Oppen and Lud- 
wig Hammerstein (son of the gen- 
eral)—all three survived to tell 
the story of that afternoon—were 
assigned as aides to Beck and 


Olbricht. Haeften aided Stauffen-: 


berg in getting out the orders. 
Witzleben motored into Berlin 
from the headquarters at Zossen 
and conferred with Beck. He left 
the. Bendlerstrasse obviously dis- 
satisfied. The military support on 
which the conspirators were 
counting was not in evidence, The 
troops which were to take over 
Berlin were too slow in arriving. 

Doubt began to infect the con- 
spirators. Some of them, appar- 
éntiy even Beck, insisted on mak- 
ing sure that Hitler was really 
dead. They tried, unsuccessfully, 
to reach supreme headquarters. 

At 7 p.m. another report that 
Hitler was only slightly wounded 
/ yeached the Bendlerstrasse. The 
conspirators held an excited con- 
| ference. They were now irrevoc- 
ably compromised. District com- 
™Manders and commanders in the 
field had received their orders and 
‘ pesmelty had already taken action, 

rusted troops were arriving in 
the capital. It might still be pos- 
_ gible to get the city under control 

Defore the Nazis could send rein- 
forcements. The radio station 
must be seized so Beck could 
Make his announcement, thereby 
forestalling any statements by the 
Nazis, This was crucial. 

Revolt in Paris. 
Meanwhile, in Paris the revolt 
was in full swing. Gen. von Stulp- 
magel had arrested many of the 
SS stationed in the French cap- 
ital. Careful preparations had 
been made, according to the ac- 
count of one of the survivors, 
Friedrich von Teuchert, a member 
of Stulpnagel’s staff. Hofacker 
and Fritz von der Schulenburg, 
the latter using his cover as a 
member of a commission to deal 
with local disorders, acted as 
liaison between the conspirators in 
Berlin and Stulpnagel’s group in 
the Hotel Raphael in Paris. Kluge, 
Rommel (before he was wounded) 
and his chief of staff, Gen. Speidel, 
‘had also been forwarned that the 
coup d'etat was to take place. On 
the evening of July 19, Hofacker, 
Teuchert and their co-conspirators 
held a last secret meeting, and 
made final preparations to take 
over control in Paris. 

The key figure was Kluge, and, 
&s usual, his courage failed him. 
As soon as he heard, that July 20 
-afternoon, that Hitler had sur- 
vived, he called Stulpnagel to his 
headquarters, and, despite all that 
Stulpnagel could say, stubbornly 
maintained that Hitler’s death was 
a sine qua non for his co opera- 
tion. “But Field Marshal,” Stulp- 
magel exclaimed, “you 


Backed out of the plot but 


pledged yourself to fight. Your 
word and your honor are at stake. 
The fate of gnillions of men, the 
honor of the whole army, lie in 
your hands.” For a moment Kluge 
did not answer, and then with an 
abrupt “No,” he conducted Stulp- 
nagel to his car. They did not 
shake hands as they finally part- 
ed, 

But these events in Paris were 
not yet known in Berlin. As night 
fell the plotters were still in con- 
trol of the War Ministry. At that 
moment the Berlin Commandant, 
Paul von Hase, had available 30 
platoons composed of limited serv- 
ice men, used to guard buildings, 
offices and the Berlin Armory, 
and the Berlin Guard Battalion, 
a unit of the crack division Gross 
Deutschland, commanded by a 
Major Remer. 

Goebbels Calls Hitler. 
Remer was ordered to divide 
the Guard Battalion into 30 units, 
to occupy the Reich Chancellery, 
and to arrest a number of S.S. 
officers. He called his company 
commanders together and _  in- 
formed them of this order. One 
offered to call Goebbels and in- 
quire what was going on. Remer 
consented, 

Goebbels already knew of what 
had happened and requested that 
Remer come to see him at once. 
Goebbels did not then know the 
origin or extent of the plot. Gdoeb- 
bels received Remer coolly and 
informed him that he was obvi- 
ously the victim of a “mystifica- 
tion” on the part of enemies of 
the state. He told Remer the 
Fuehrer was very much alive and 
said he would prove it by calling 
Hitler on his direct wire. Remer 
would know his master’s voice! 
Hitler answered the telephone. 
He raged, ordered Remer to clean 
out the Replacement Army offices 
at once and gave the little major 
(who was afterwards promoted to 
major general) authority to “shoot 
as many people as he liked,” 

By 9 o’clock the Nazis had re- 
gained control of Berlin, and Gen- 
eral Reinicke, one of the most 
ruthless of the Nazi generals, 
under orders from Hitler and Kei-. 
tel, had taken charge, 

The conspirators had not only 
let Fromm live but, on his promise 
not to try ‘to escape, had let him 
stay in his own apartment in the 
War Ministry. In some way he 
managed to contact some Nazi- 
dominated troops and ordered 
them to liberate him. No doubt 
he hoped he could exonerate him- 
self in the eyes of his Fuehrer 
if only he could execute the con- 
spirators before they fell into 
party hands and implicated him. 
When Schlabrendorff saw him 
weeks later as a fellow prisoner 
of the Gestapo and obtained part 
of this story from him, he was 
still confident that his last-minute 
about-face would be rewarded by 
the Nazis and he would be spared. 
He was mistaken. He, too, was 
executed—but not before he had 
experienced the worst cruelties 
and indignities of which the sys- 
tem he helped to save was capable. 

Conspirators Arrested. 

The conspirators who had 
gathered in Stauffenberg’s office 
were arrested between 10 and 11 
o'clock. Yorck von Wartenburg, 
Fritz von der Schulenbureg, 
Schwerin-Schwanenfeld, Stauffen- 


berg’s brother Berthold, Lieut. 
Col. Bernardis and Dr. Gersten- 
maier were taken to the court- 
yard and were awaiting execution 
when the Gestapo arrived with 
orders that there were to be no 
more summary executions. Himm- 


ler wanted live prisoners from 
whom he could learn the names 
of other conspirators and al] the 
details of their plot. The actual 
‘round-up of the conspirators 
Himmler entrusted to Scorzeny, 
the most ruthless of the 8S. S. 
hatchet men, and famous for his 
‘rescue of Mussolini. 

The man hunt and terror began 
that night and by morning had 
spread over all Germany.

In March, 1945, shortly before 
the end of the war in Europe, as 
the German armies were retreat- 
ing into the heart of Germany, 
Hitler ordered Albert Speer, the 
czar of the Nazi economy, to de- 
stroy Germany’s railways and 
bridges, factories and public utili- 
ties, and.to scorch the German 
earth. Speer recoiled before such 
an enormity and begged his

timony at the Nurnberg trials, 
Hitler turned on him and said: 

If the war is to be lost, the na- 
tion perishes. This is inevitable. 
There is no necessity to consider 
what the people would require for 
even a primitive existence. On 
the contrary, it is wiser to destroy 
these things ourselves. For this 
nation has been proved the weak- 
er, and the future belongs: solely 
to the stronger Eastern nations. 
Besides, those who remain after 
the battle are the inferior ones. 
The good ones have fallen. 

On one point Hitler was right, 
but not in the sense he intended 
it. The Gestapo terror, particular- 
ly the terror following July 20, 
had taken a heavy toll of the Ger- 
mans needed in the work of re- 
generation. In this way Hitler did 
indeed work for the fulfillment. of 
his prophecy that the nation was 
to perish. If he could not lead, he 
tried to see to it that Germany 
should have no leadership. 

Illuminates Fundamental Issue. . 


When, after the end of the war, 
I began to assemble the data about 
the German underground which I 
had been collecting since 1943, I 
had only a limited objective in 
mind—to tell the story of a group 
of men and women within Ger- 
many who had had the courage to 
conspire against Hitler, and how 
they did so. But as the work pro- 
@ressed it became evident that 
the history of this conspiracy il- 
luminates one of the fundamenta 
issues of our generation, : 

It reveals how the various strata 
of German society reacted when a 
dictator set out to destroy democ- 
racy. In Germany, at least, there 
were no defen in depth against 
totalitarian attack. When the line 
was broken ata vital point, the 
battle was lost. 

It should make all of us con- 
sider how adequate our own in- 
stitutions are for democracy’s 
preservation and how far its sur- 
vival must depend upon the de- 
votion to the institutions of men 
and women ready and willing to 
act in time to defend them. 


The anatomy of dictatorship 
is laid bare in the German 
documents now available to us, 
especially in the voluminous rec- 
ord of the Nurnberg trial. Here 
we have an unprecedented op- 
portunity to study the totali- 
tarian technique and to learn 
lessons for our own defense. 
Even this brief study of the 
German underground gives 
some clues. 


The fatal weakness of the politi- 
cal system of the Weimar Repub- 
lic lay in the ease with which 
absolute power could be taken 
from the peovle and entrusted to 
one man. When constitutional 
safeguards are so frail that a sin- 
gle thrust can overcome them, the 
people may be deprived even of 
the opportunity to make an ef- 
fective fight to preserve democra- 
cy. Yet today in many European 
countries there are bitter struggles 
over inserting in the new constitu- 
tions the checks and balances that 
delimit political power. These 
checks and balances may at times 
seem frustrating, and appear to 
make democracy less efficient 


really beyond price. 
Parties Melted Away. 


The truth of this is proven by 
the German story. Under Hitler 
political parties melted away. 
Organized labor, at first seduced 
by demagogic promises, was later 
strong-armed into submission. The 
intellectuals and business and pro- 
fessional men retired in dismay 
and fear into their work. The 
army came to heel. The churches 
remained, but in the political 
sphere were ineffective. And the 
sum tota) was disaster for Ger- 
many, leaving a problem in politi- 
cal and economic reconstruction to 
test man’s skill and ingenuity. 

Seventy million Germans lie be- 
tween Russia and what we call the 
Western World. If these Germans 
become the tool of either East or 
West against the other, there is 
no basis for peace in Europe or 
the world. If they remain an idle 
and recalcitrant element there can 
be no lasting economic recovery 
in Europe. 

Since the days of Bismarck the 
Germans have too often been a 
wayward and dangerous element, 
with victory more arrogant and 
with defeat subtly dangerous. And 
now total collapse followed by

People 
everywhere, particularly the 
young, blame their miseries upon 
the men they see in control, not 
upon their predecessors, even 
though the latter are the true 
culprits. 


Those who expect the great ma- 
jority of the German people to 
accept defeat, admit their collec- 
tive guilt and rise up tomorrow 
as trusted members of a demo- 
cratic and peaceful European so- 
clety, are deluding themselves— 
they are deluding themselves both 
as regards the national charac- 
teristics of the Germans and as 
regards the manner in which hu- 
man beings, German or non- 
German, react to conditions such 
as those in Germany. It is equally 
naive to expect much from pro- 
grams of re-education imposed by 
a military occupation, 

Germans Must Make Decision 

The Germans, themselves, will 
have to make the vital decision 
to break with the past—the past 
of Bismarck and of the Kaiser 
and that-far more sordid past of 
the Hitler regime, ‘But in trying 
to break with all that is warped 
in this past, the Germans wil} 
naturally hope to find somewhere 
In their own history those better 
traditions which can serve as a 
guide in the work of regenera- 
tion, Here may lie the value of 
the evidence that even in the 
blackest Hitler days there was a 
better strain which, though sub- 
merged and often relatively pow. 
erless, was not entirely crushed. 
This strain, based largely on the 
Christian impulse, is represented 
by those German men and women 
who took part in the struggle 
against the Nazis for the sake of 
principle. : 


It is easy to criticize the Ger- 
man underground for its delays, 
disunities, vacillations, and ulti- 
mate failure. But in a police 
state such as Hitler and Himm- 
ler organized it is not likely 
that men will do much better 
than a Beck, a Goerdeler, a 
Moltke, a Leuschner or a Stauf- 
fenberg. | 


For the future of Germany 
there is some hope because Ger- 
mans from within the Reich made 
the attempt to rid the world of 
Hitler. Upon their example and 
their ideas the Germans can 
build, if they choose the road to 
democracy.

clared today the peace treaty with 
_ Japan, “without yielding firmness 


in its essential mandates,’ should 
» avoid “punitive, arbitrary and un- 
realistic provisions,” and by 
terms set the pattern for future 
peace throughout the world, 

MacArthur outlined his views on 
the principles to be embodied in 
the peace treaty in a -statement 
hailing as “one of the great state 
papers in modern history’ a recent 
policy decision of the Far Eastern 
commission dealing with repara- 
tions and post-surrender treat- 
ment of the Japanese. 

The action by the 11 Pacific na- 
.tion commission, anngunced yes- 
‘terday, in effect approved the oc- 
cupation directive received from 
President Truman by MacArthur 
Sept. 6, 1945. 

MacArthur said the agreement 
on basic Allied policy provides the 
entire framework for the peace 
which “we shall win” in Japan. 
The treaty, he added, “may now 
be approached with assurance of 
complete understanding in prin- 
ciple and full unity of purpose in 
evolving its detail.” 

Urges Early Peace Conference. 

No date has been set as yet for 
the Japanese peace conference. 
MacArthur has advocated it be 
held as soon as possible. 

The F.E.C. decision omitted Al- 
lied policy on Japanese assets out- | 
side the home islands because of | 
the commission’s inability to de- 
termine whether they should be 
included among repatriations.

The F.E.C, decision not only rati- 
fied the course taken thus far, 
MacArthur declared, but signifies 
the “complete unity of future pur- 
pose among the 11 nations and the 
people concerned.” 

In this agreement, he said, “we 
have been firmly resisting two in- 
sidious concepts” — one seeking 
“harsh and unjust treatment of 
our fallen foe,” and another pro- 
posing partial preservation of in- 
stitutions and leadership which 
bear’ the responsibility of war 
guilt. 

MacArthur said the F.E.C. de- 
cision confirms for Japan “a sound 
moderate course based upon a con- 
cept embodying firmness but jus- 
tice, disarmament but rehabilita- 
tion, lower standards but oppor- 
tunity for life~—a concept shun- 
ning both the extreme right and 
the é@xtreme left, and providing 
for the great middle way of ordi- 
nary man.”

WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
President Truman today broke a 
five-month deadlock over his 
nominatic.: of Francis Biddle to 
be United States representative 


on the Unitec Nations Economic 
and Social Council by withdraw- 
ing the appointment at Biddle’s 
request, 

‘ Biddle, former Attorney Gen- 
er.1 under the late President 
Roosevelt, accused Chairman Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee of bottling up the nomination 
since Jan. 29. Biddle preferred a 
showdown, he said, but there was 
no chance of action before Con- 
gress adjourns. 

He asked that another appoint- 
ment be made since the council 
already had held one meeting 
without American representation 
in March and another is sched- 
uled for July 19, 

The President complied by nom- 
inating Willard L. Thorp, of West- 
port, Conn., now Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for Economic Af- 
fairs. He will serve in both jobs 
concurrently without added com- 
pensation, if confirmed to the new 
post. 

Thorp, a native of Oswego, N.Y., 
is 48 years old. He held several 
high economic posts in the gov- 
ernment after serving as an eco- 
nomics teacher at the University 
of Michigan and Amherst. He was 
director of the United States Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce for the first three years 
of the New Deal. 

Republican opposition to Biddle, 
a member of a prominent Phila- 
delphia family, is reported to have 
stemmed from his “New Deal” 
viewpoint. Some G.O.P. members 
of Vandenberg’s committee ex- 
pressed the’ view last. May that 
such a viewpoint should not be 
carried to the U. N. council. 

Biddle was called before the 
committee last May when Demo- 
cratic members said they »would 
demand a showdown with the 
Republican majority on the ap- 
pointment. Vandenberg at _ the 
time would not say why it was 
held up. He said only that the 
“usual flow of complaints” had 
been received against the nom- 
ination, but none of sufficient 
force to require calling of wit- 
nesses. 

Democratic members at that 
time reported Vandenberg had 
placed an informal freeze order 
on the nomination. 

In a letter to the President 
dated June 30, Biddle said: “It 
would appear that Senator Van- 
denberg has no intention of al- 
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Senate to be voted on for con- 
firmation or rejection. I believe 
that no action will be taken by 
the committee before Congress 
adjourns, presumably in about a 
month.

Examination of the confusing 
picture presented by the jumbled, 
frequently contradictory events 
in the commission and its various 
committees and . sub-committees, 
discloses that the negotiations 
have not beén without result, 
however. The clouds of dismal 
failure, evident. when the first re- 
port was adopted Dec. 30, have 
parted just enough to permit a 
glimpse at what may be a silver 
lining. 

Frederick H. Osborn, leader of 
the American atomic delegation 
since retirement in January of 
Bernard M. Baruch, has made 
clear his determination to push 
to conclusion the efforts of 10 
nations to construct the coming 
report so that it will actually sug- 
gest the rough framework of an 
international atom treaty. The 
report is due before the General 
Assembly convenes in September. 

Delegates, until recently without 
the official participation of the 
Soviet Union, have been engaged 
in the complex task of translating 
principles advanced in the first 
commission report into specific 
terms appropriate for us in a 
treaty. establishing world control 
of atomic power and abolishing 
atom arms. Osborn, who inspired 
the working plan, has not made a 
public statement on progress, but 
informed sources have dscribed 
it as “’“encouraging.” 

A Complex ‘Problem. 

“Tt is the hope that by thus 
clarifying the proposals, they, will 
be better understood and increas-

Fig trees in the United States are 
indigenous only in California and 
the Gulf states. 

Grasso’s pet tree is about 8 
feet high and loaded with bulb- 
shaped fruit that will ripen about 
next Sept. 1. On each branch at 
the point where the leaves’ stems 
join the branch grows a fig about 
1% inches in diameter. Five ma- 
ture figs weigh about a pound, he 
said. 

The trees require careful atten- 
tion. Every winter he builds a 
wooden frame around each one, 
covers the frame with boards, then 
piles earth a foot deep over the 
entire covering, leaving only two 
18 inch ventilating holes. When 
the temperature drops below zero, 
he covers the ventilators. He re- 
moves the wood and earth cover- 
ing each spring. 

His home, set within 31 acres, 
is on Union road, about a quarter 
mile east of Lindbergh boulevard. 
The fig, one of the earliest fruits 
cultivated by man, is native to 


Southwestern Asia, from Asfatic 
Turkey to northern India,; Asked 
why he thought he could grow the 
fruit here, he said, “The trees 
like the good, warm weather we 
have here.”

He 
will act in his capacity as chair- 
man of the executive committee 
of the World Brotherhood Mobili- 
zation for the Emergency World 
People's Congress, 

Speaking at a press conference 
yesterday, Mather expressed a 
hope that, by getting support from.

“We are not promising any- 
thing,” he asserted, “but we do 
feel that if we can get the mid- 
dle of the road people—not the 
rights nor the lefts—behind us, we 
can make a permanent peace.

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STATES SPENDING 


MORE, LEVYING 
HIGHER TAXES 


Appropriations and Budg- 
ets Up Two Billion Due 
to Higher Costs, More 
Functions. 


By the Associated Press. 
' States are sperfding money at a 
record rate.— Appropriations and 
budgets of state governments 
across the country add up to eight 
billion dollars, an increase of ap- 
proximately two billions. 
Financial plans are pegged to 
generally increased costs. Among 
the reasons for the bigger outlays 


are heavier governmental ex- 
penses, greater aid to schools, ex- 
pansion and improvement of 
crowded colleges, pay rises, repair 
and construction of hospitals and 
other public buildings. 


An. Associated Press survey at 
the end of the long legislative 
season also showed strong trends 
to higher taxes. better teachers’ 
salaries, stiffened labor laws, and 
safeguards against sports bribery. 

At the same time, the proposed 
constitutional amendment to limit 
the United States presidency to 
two terms was ratified by half 
of the required 36 states. 

Taxes were hiked in at least 
half of the states. A cigarette tax 
was adopted for the first time in 
seven states, a sales tax in four, 
and punchboard tax in two, 

Taxes, Fees Boosted. 

A dozen different types of taxes 
and fees were boosted. Most com- 
mon were increases in taxes on 
liquor and beer, cigarettes, gaso- 
line, corporation and personal in- 
come, 

Tax-saving community property 
laws were enacted this year in 
Oregon, Nebraska and Michigan. 
They already were in effect in 
Texas, Arizona, New Mexico, Ne- 
vada, Louisiana, Idaho, Washing- 
ton and Oklahoma, 

Such statutes permit a husband 
and wife to file two federal in- 
come tax returns, each reporting 
half of the family income. Thus, 
they get into lower brackets, and 
enjoy the benefits of lower surtax 
rates. 

Thirty-three states took direct 
or indirect action that could result 
in more money for teachers, 

Plans for paying a bonus to vet- 
erans of World War II cleared 
the legislatures in nine states this 
year. The program was adopted 
outright in Connecticut. 

The bonus propostition will be 
submitted to voters in 1947 refer- 
enda in New York and Ohio, and 
in 1948 referenda in North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Indiana, Iowa 
and Minnesota. In Pennsylvania, 
the question must be put before 
the legislators again in 1949 and 
before the public in a subsequent 
vote. 

Vermont, New Hampshire, Mas- 
Sachusetts, Rhode Island, Illinois 
and Michigan approved bonuses 
last year or earlier involving a 
total of $855,000,000. Pending plans, 
if accepted, would add at least 
$1,400,000,000, and would increase 
the overall disbursement to $$§2,- 
255,000,000. 

Labor Legislation. 


The labor field was one of the 
busiest areas of activity. 

Legislation to bar the closed 
shop was passed in Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia, New Mexico, 
North Dakota, North Carolina, 
Texas, Iowa and Maine, although 
in some states the action still must 
be affirmed in referenda. 

New Hampshire also barred the 
closed shop unless workers in- 
qGorse it by a two-thirds vote. 
Delaware provided that an em- 
ployer may refuse to grant a 
closed shop. The closed shop had 
been prohibited previously in Flor- 
ida, Arkansas, Nebraska, South 
Dakota and Arizona. 

New York, Nebraska, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania outlawed strikes by 
government employes. 

Nine states took steps designed 
to prevent strikes or lockouts in 
public utilities. Compulsory arbi- 
tration of such disputes was re- 
quired in Florida, Indiana, Michi- 
gan, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
Vania, and a new court of indus- 
trial relations was set up to han- 
die such cases in Nebraska. 

Virginia, Massachusetts and 
Missouri gave their governors 
power to seize utility plants if 
workers and management break 
off negotiations. Under the Flor- 
ida and Missouri laws, unions and 
employers could be fined up to 
$10,000 a day for strikes or lock- 
outs. 

Minnesota and Michigan made 
arbitration mandatory in contro- 
versies threatening the functions 
of hospitals. 


UNPUBLISHED ZANE GREY 
WORKS TO BE PRINTED

‘UP)—Mrs, Zane Grey, widow of 
the author of western and nature 
stories, agreed today to publica- 
tion of 47 novels, short stories and 
articles which have never been 
published before. ° 

A publishers’ agent who negoti- 
ated the contract with Mrs. Grey 
and her three children said the 
fee was one of the largest ever 
granted for an author's unpub- 
lished works. 

The agreement provides for 
publication of one a year. Be- 
fore his death in 1939, 20,000,000 
copies of Grey’s works were sold 
by publishers.

BOSTON, July. 12 (AP)—On 
July 27—wind and weather per- 
mitting—the auxiliary schooner 
Morning Star VI will sail out of 
Boston harbor to follow a 90-year- 
old route of five previous ‘‘mis- 
sionary packets” to Hawaii and 
the Micronesian islands. 

The American Board of Foreign 
Missions, which sent out five 
earlier “Morning Stars,” set the 
tentative date today. 

“Officials also named two of a 
seven-man crew that will accom- 
pany skipper Price Lewis -Jr., 
youthful Dartmouth graduate and 
former navigator of the U.S.S. 
Spangler. They are John Francis 
Fairfield, New York, radio officer, 
and Eric Roewer, Long Island, 
firat mate, 

The original Morning Star, fi- 
nanced by Sunday School Chil- 
dren's pennies, sailed from a Bos- 
ton wharf in November 1856 to 
help spread Christianity among 
the Micronesian people. 

The latest one was bought and 
equipped through a $35,000 fund- 
raising drive among the Congre- 
gational Christian churches and 
those of other denominations. 

Fitted with a Diesel motor, two- 
way radio and Loran (long range 
navigation equipment., Morning 
Star VI will be used by missionar- 
jes to travel among the Marshalls, 
Carolines and other portions of 
Micronesia that spread over five 
million square miles of the Pacific. 

The liberated natives earlier this 
year made a plea to a visiting 
Navy commission to “send”back 
the missionaries.”

1700 Navy Men Quit in 10 Months; 
Seek Higher Pay, More Home Life

WASHINGTON, July 12 — The 
nation’s brightest and most prom- 
ising young defenders are shuck- 
ing Government harness at an 
alarming rate for better pay and 
more home life, 

In the last 10 months more 
than 1700 naval officers, from the 
grade of captain down to ensign, 
have resigned commissions won at 
Annapolis for higher salaried ci- 
vilian jobs. A small proportion 
held reserve commissions, 

In the same time the Army has 
lost only 259 regular West Point 
officers, mostly below the grade 
of colonel. Army heads say they 
are generally men who cannot 
well be spared. 

At the end of the war, the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation had 
5000 agents. That fell off by the 
resignation route to 3200 at the 
start of this year. The total is 
only back to about 3400. 

Job Recommendation in FBI. 

Scarcely a day passes at FBI 
headquarters that does not see 
a request made of Director J. 
Edgar Hoover to recommend a 
young agent for a civilian job. 
They are law- or accountant- 
trained. They are paid from 
$4525.80 a year to $6862.80. 

Agents of the FBI are on call 
24 hours a day. If the loyalty test 
for Government employes is au- 
thorized they will all be plenty 
busy. - 

On of the reasons for the wide 
difference between Navy and 
Army resignations is worry by 
the younger men over sharply re- 
duced appropriations and the uni- 


fication bill now in Congress. 

To many Navy minds, although 
congressional leaders insist the 
bill as now written does not justi- 
fy it, unification means a cloudy 
future career for their branch of 
the armed services. 

V. Adm. William M. Fechtler, 
deputy chief of naval operations 
for personnel, says the Navy is 
not yet crippled for officer man- 
power. But, he adds, most of the 
officers leaving are “alert, capable 
and bright young men, mostly 
with combat experience.” 

These officers are the sort who 
would be depended upon to lead 
the Navy a few years from now. 

Reasons for Resignations. 

Fechtler cites two main reasons 
for the resignations. First is the 
opportunity offered for better pay 
in civilian work. Second is the 
desire for a more regular home 
life, something Army officers have. 

Graduates of the naval and mil- 
itary academies now may resign 
commissions two years after grad- 
vation. Some of the resignations 
in both arms of service have been 
by recent graduates. Most, how- 
ever, are men who proved them- 
selves above average during the 
war. 

Adm, Fechtler recently pointed 
out that the Navy, with 500,000 
officers and men, has only 200 
men drawing over $10,000 a year, 
three getting over $15,000 and 
none getting $20,000. 

The Bell Telephone system, with 
a similar number of officials and 
employes, said the admiral, has 
681 men drawing $10,000 to $15,000; 
135 getting $15,000 to $20,000, and 
142 being paid more than $20,000.

The Administration this week 
gave veterans five more months, 
from Aug. 1 to Jan. 1, to re- 
instate their National Service Life 
Insurance, After the first of next 
year they will be subject to the 
same physical requirements as 
ordinary policy buyers. 

A spokesman said the extension 
was granted because many vet- 
erans had not yet been officially 
notified that their policies had 
lapsed, He added unofficially that 
he did not believe another exten- 
sion would be granted. 

Nearly 10,000,000 Government 
policies are in danger of going by 
the boards unless former service 
men apply for reinstatement. Pri- 
vate insurance companies and 
service organizations everywhere 
are intensifying their efforts to 
make former G.I.s realize what 
they are throwing away. 

Press, Radio in Drive. 


Press, radio and national maga- 
zines have joined in the campaign, 
and A, E. Patterson, president of 
Mutual Life Insurance, Co. of New 
York, reported recently that 14,- 
440 veterans in New Mexico, Colo- 
rado, Utah and Wyoming in the 
last four months had reinstated 
more than $89,200,000 of National 
Service Life Insurance. 

Many are asking why private 
ingurance companies are interest- 
ed in saving G.I. insurance, when 
selling insurance is their special 
business. 

Their experience after World 
War I indicates that it is good 
business. They fee] that Veterans’ 
insurance then gave the country 
a real awareness of the value of 
insurance, and as a result private 
insurance companies more than 
doubled their business in the five 
years between 1920 and 1925. 

The sale in wartime of 142 bil- 
lion dollars of National Service 
Life Insurance was the second 
greatest Government-sponsored 
mass-security program in history, 
topped only by the social security 
program, and its loss through 
lapsed policies would amount to 
the destruction of a tremendous 
national resource, Government and 
private insurance companies. be- 
lieve, 

Cushion Against Reverses. 

This wide coverage, if saved, 
would cushion at least half the 
country’s families against misfor- 
tune and poverty, they say. 

What must a veteran do to re- 
instate his insurance? He walks 
to the nearest service organiza- 
tion or veterans’ office and asks 
for a reinstatement form. They 
will fill it out for him, All he 
does is sign it and pay the equiva- 
lent of two months’ premiums, No 
physical examination is necessary. 
No papers have to be notarized. 

The payment covers the month 
in which the policy lapsed, plus 
the full month of reinstatement. 
Thereafter the veteran is urged 
to make all payments on due date 
whether he receives a payment 
notice or not. 

Patterson, chairman of a joint 
committee on NSLI representing 
all life insurance companies, said 
every possible means of advising 
veterans of the advantages of re- 
instatement had been taken, He 
urged veterans’ families to en- 
courage them to pick up their 
lapsed policies before the no-ex- 
amination period expires. 


YUGOSLAV ACCUSED AS SPY 
FOR AMERICANS GETS DEATH 


BELGRADE, July 12 (AP)— 
Borivoje Pantelich, former em- 
ploye of a United States Army 
graves registration unit, was con- 
victed of espionage today and sen- 
tenced to be shot.

Negotiations for the proposed ex- 
change of Soviet grain and timber 
for British machinery have reached 
the crisis stage, the Foreign Office 
said. 

It added that the British delega- 
tion led by Harold Wilson, secre- 
tary of overseas trade, will return 
to London early next week if the 
Soviets reject the final British of- 
fer. 

This offer answers the Soviet re- 
quest for readjustment in the 
terms of the 1941 British credit 
to Russia. It “represents the fur- 
thest whereon the British Govern- 
ment can go in view of Britain’s 
present overseas financial posi- 
tion,” the. Foreign Office said. 

If the negotiations continue, the 
Foreign Office said, it is thought 
they may take another week to 
complete. 

Talks Believed Doomed. 

It was widely believed here that 
the British-Soviet trade pact and 
proposed revision of the British- 
Soviet treaty were doomed. 

The British press reported that 
the Soviet attitude toward the 
British-Soviet trade negotiations 
hardened’ just before the recent 
Paris Big Three conference, This 
and Soviet: Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov’s angry refusal at Paris 
to join the Marshall program were 
interpreted as parts of a Soviet 
policy decision to concentrate its 
economic efforts in eastern Eu- 
rope. 

Diplomatic quarters here be- 
lieved that if the British-Soviet 
talks collapse the exportabe part 
of this year’s good Soviet wheat 
crop will be sent to the satellites. 

Reports have circulated for sev- 
eral days that the British dele- 
gation in Moscow was making lit- 
tle headway against fresh diffi- 
culties raised by Soviet negotina- 
tors. Originally ‘British officials 
had been optimistic that a deal 
would be signed.

National Forces Demand That They Become 


Constitutional Monarchs or Get 


Out — Some 


Plan Exile.

NEW DELHI, July 12 (AP) — 
The world's worst bet for an am- 
bitlous young man right now 
would be the job of one of India's 
maharajahs, The princes don't 
seem to have much of a future. 

The Indian rulers, especially 
those with fabulous jewels or a ca- 
pacity for attention-getting high 
living, long have been the wonder 
of the western world. Now the 
powerful forces of nationalism de- 
mand that they either become con- 
stitutional monarchs or get out. 
Already they are regarded largely 
as anachronisms, 

India is becoming independent 
soon, probably in August, when 
two Hindu and Moslem majority 
dominions are to take their places 
in the British commonwealth pre- 
paratory to a complete British 
withdrawal by June 1948 after a 
century of colonial rule. 

At that time the 565 Indian 
states, some of them as large as 
Italy or France but most of them 
of smaller sizes ranging down to one 
square mile, also will become in- 
dependent. But it is an independ- 
ence which, from British official 
statements, will deny them status 
as commonwealth dominions. They 
can join Hindustan or Pakistan, 
or stand apart and make treaties 
with both. 

Some Likely to Hold Aloof. 

Some of the larger states like 
Hyderabad and Travancore are ex- 
pected to hold aloof and treat 
with the partitioned dominions of 
British India. Others among the 
565, whose area is about two- 
fifths of India and whose popula- 


{tion total about 90 millions, have 


indicated they will join Hindu- 
stan’s Constituent Assembly. Many 
more have not yet said what they 
plan to do. 

If they join Hindustan or Pak- 
istan, it is almost a foregone con- 
clusion that they must give up 
their absolute powers and become 
constitutional monarchs. Both the 
Congress and the Moslem League 
have said their sections of Brit- 
ish India would be democracies 
and the Congress in particular 
has: been vociferously demanding 
an end of the princes’ autocratic 
rule. 

Although some_ constitutional 
progress has been made in the 
princely states, not a single one 
yet has given up the right to 
have the final say on all matters. 

Opinions vary whether the ma- 
harajahs who plan to remain in- 
dependent can hold out long. 
Only a small number of them 
have vital seaports, and sanc- 
tions could be applied against al- 
most all of them which could 
make it impossible even to put 
through a telephone call 
point outside their borders, much 
less maintain commercial life- 
lines. 

Role of Geography. 

Geography is expected to play 
an important role in the future 
of the princely states. 

For- instance, Hyderabad, the 
largest of the states, lies in cen- 
tral India. To join Pakistan 


to a 


would be unfeasible. Other com- 
plications include the fact that 
although the Nizam of Hyder- 
abad and Berar, who is known 
as “the richest man in the world,” 
is a Moslem, about 90 per cent 
of his population is Hindu. 

On the other hand, another of 
the biggest states, Kashmir, has 
a Hindu maharajah ruling a pre- 
dominantly Moslem population 
and is so situated that its best 
bet would be Pakistan. It would 
give Pakistan one of India’s fin- 
est vacationlands but also one 
of its finest headaches, for Kash- 
mir lies close to the Russian 
border and its defense would be 
Pakistan’s worry. 

The lapse of British power is 
likely to give the princes new 
problems in plenty, among them 
the matter of holding’ their 
thrones. Britain was committed 
to help the rulers retain their 
scepters and to handling their 
foreign policies. From now on, 
unless they make quick commit- 
ments with the democracies of 
British India, it will be up to 
them alone. 

Princes Dissolved Own Group. 

The princes themselves, notori- 
ously jealous of each other, have 
decided to break up the only or- 
ganization they have had for ex- 
pressing themselves jointly and 
have not yet made any _ visible 
move to replace it with another. 
The Chamber of Princes, estab- 
lished by the British 26 years ago, 
now is defunct in everything but 
name and will pass out of being 
officially in August. 

It is evident that the old order 
is changing and that princes 
whose chief loves were such things 
as hunting and otherwise keeping 
themselves entertained may have 
to work to keep their jobs. Hunt- 
ing is a passion with many of 
them such as the ruler of Udaipur 
who, although crippled, has shoot- 
ing boxes so constructed that he 
can lean on them and kill game. 
The Prince of Berar, son of the 
Nizam of Hyderabad, uses a pow- 
erful spotlight mounted on a car 
to transfix tigers until he kills 
them. 

There have been unconfirmed 
rumors that some princes are 
sending large amounts of money 
abroad with the intention of exil- 
ing themselves if the worst be- 
falls. Some others, such as the 
Gaekwar of Baroda, who is re- 
ported to have paid the world's 
highest price for a racehorse, have 
been living abroad much of the 
time for years. 

The Maharajah of Indore, whose 
last two wives have been Ameri- 
cans, also has spent much time 
abroad, as have some of the not- 
so-well-known rulers. 

But that type of life probably 
wouldn’t suit such men as the 
Nizam of Hyderabad and Berar, 
who seldom ventures outside his 
own broad borders and who never 
has been outside India. Rulers of 
his type are expected to sink or 
swim on the basis of what they 


can work out in India. 
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WOMAN, 61, KILLED BY BLOW

woman died yesterday from a blow

The woman, Mrs. Mary Mom- 
mertz, limped into the cafeteria a 
few minutes later for her job as 
counter clerk and gasped, “some- 
body tried to get me.”

Mrs. Mommertz told fellow em- 
ployes she had been accosted by a 
dark, stocky man with a foreign 
accent at a transfer point.

CEDARS VANISH IN AREA HIT 
BY METEORITE IN SIBERIA 


LONDON, July 12 (AP)—A for- 
est of 100-year-old cedars vanished 
without a trace in the explosion 
of the Sikhote-Alin meteorite, 


which fell in the Siberian coastal 
mountains northeast of Vliadivo- 
stok early this year, Tass re- 
ported tonight, It quoted prelim- 
inary findings of a scientific ex- 
pedition which investigated the 
phenomenon. 

“The expedition came to the 
conclusion that the main meteor- 
ite in its fall created an air cush- 
ion and broke up on hitting it— 
before reaching the earth at all,” 
Tass said. 

The scientists found 106 craters 
and holes in an area 1.2 kilometers 
by 600 meters (about three-fourths 
of a mile by 650 yards) and 250 
meteorites weighing five tons in 
all, ranging in size from 100 kilo- 
grams. to 150 milligrams (331 
pounds to two-thirds grains), scat- 
tered in what they called a “rain 
of iron” after the blast. The main 
crater was 95 feet in diameter 
and 22 feet deep. Near it the 
cedars had disappeared.

The more the merrier is the 
character of golf tournament en- 
tries these days. In keeping with 
this trend in the second postwar 
geason, the district women’s and 
junior men’s tournaments this

Each event—the women’s at 
Westwood and the junior at 
Meadow Brook—will allow entries 
at the first tee tomorrow morn- 
ing, but both alread? have fields 
of a size that indicates the game 
is back to normal.

Heading the women’s 
1947 field is Betty Jane Haemerle, 
reigning St. Louis and Missouri 
champion, who will be seeking her 
third consecutive district crown. 

Not quite so active as a year 
ago in golf competition, Miss 
Haemerle still outranks the field 
on the basis of loca] play in minor 
events since then. 

Others outstanding include Mrs. 
David Mitchell, runner-up last 
year; Marilyn Jean Herpel, junior 
champion who once defeated Miss 
Haemerle in a Colorado tourna- 
ment; former title winners Mrs. 
Ray Schwartz and Mrs. R. I. 
Caughey; Mrs. Gordon B. Adams, 
1941 district finalist: Dorothy 
Jane Campbell: Mrs. R. Diefen- 
bach and Mrs. Anita Cissell, For- 
est Park club champion and run- 
nerup, and promising young golf- 
ers Peggy Hartenbach, Barbara 
Goode, Jeanie Dobbin and Caro- 
line Weakly. 

The junior championship, open 
to caddies under 18 years (to 
conform with U.S.G.A. rules) and 
other golfers under 19, has an 
excellent field that shows signs 
of returning to the quality which 
reached a peak in-the 1930s.

Included in his catch were seven 
varieties of trout—brook, rainbow, 
mackinac, cutthroat, Dolly Var- 
den, brown and steelhead. Since 
Weber, a former national casting 
champion and record-holder, fishes 
only for sport, he released all but 
a few of the fish. 

Accompanied by his wife, he 
went first to Long Pine, Neb., 
where he tried his luck in Pine 
creek. This stream, which carries 
rainbow, brown and some brook 
trout, is particularly suitable for 
dry-fly fishing. The largest trout 
Weber took there—on a specially- 
built bamboo casting rod, with 
small spinners and flies for lures 
—were browns 20 inches long and 
several rainbows of about two 
pounds apiece. 

“A peculiarity of this creek,” 

he said, “is that the trout rise 
only when the sun is shining 
brightly and, if*‘a cloud covers 
the sin only for a few minutes, 
the fish quit striking as if by 
signal.” 
From Long Pine, Weber pro- 
ceeded to Saratoga, Wyo., and, 
despite heavy snows, he tried all 
the streams in the area, including 
the upper North Platte river and 
the Encampment, Spring, Cow, 
Bear and Lost creeks. 

“I took my fishing wherever I 
could find it and was rewarded 
with some of the finest sport 
my experience,” he related. “T 
trout—mostly browns—ran up to 
three or four pounds.” 

The next stop was Pinedale, 
Wyo., the town farthest from a 
railroad in the United States. Not 
many local fishermen were en- 
countered, but Weber said it ap- 
peared to him that half of the 
state of Utah moved to Wyoming 
each weekend. 

He found the streams in this 
area very high, but yet not too 
roily for spinners and flies. 

Weber said the local 
used minnows and worms and 
were surprised that trout could | 
be caught at this time of the year 
with artificial lures. 

After 10 days in the Pinedale 
area, the Webers went to Jackson 
Hole Territory and Yellowstone

Weeds Never Go to Seed in His 
Garden---Mulch Helps Prevent It 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

A convincing demonstration of 
the value of mulching food crops 
is furnished by the “back yard” 
garden of Arnold Zimmerman, a 
retired army officer who lives on 
Newport avenue in Webster 
Groves. From 10 to 20 truckloads 
of leaves are used as a mulch each 
season. The fruits and vegetables 
produced are so large and hand- 
some that they would shame those 
fancy pictures in the catalogues. 


Zimmerman has had plenty of 
experience in growing vegetables, 
including a two-year stint as di- 
rector of the large gardens at 
‘Camp Grant, Ill. He started using 
mulches in his own garden in 
The results, he declares, 
have been uniformiy good, for he 
never has found a crop that won't 
‘grow better with a mulch than un- 
der conventional methods of “clean 
“cultivation.” 

Brush for Bridgework, 
| Mulching begins very early in 
the spring. At planting time Zim- 
‘merman covers the entire potato 
patch with eight inches of leaves, 
which later settles to a four-inch

mulch as it is needed. ._A lighter 
layer of leaves is laid between the 
row crops like beans, peas and let- 
tuce, the mulch being kept two or 
three inches away from plants 
growing in the row. 

If brush, old bean poles, or oth- 
er scraps of wood are available, 
he likes to spread them on the 


s| ground before applying the mulch. 


This “bridgework,” which keeps 
the soi] from packing hard under 
foot, also provides good aeration 
beneath the leaves. \ 
Leaves’ and brush are also used 
to mulch small fruits. Zimmer- 
man reports that he has never had 
a failure with strawberries, cur- 
rants, red and black raspberries, 
boysenberries and blackberries, 
He attributes part of his suc- 
cess to the fact that he feeds his 
crops liberally. Since adding tons 
of leaves to the soil calls for an 
extra supply of lime, an applica- 
tion is made each winter. Super- 
phosphate is broadcast in early 
spring, and complete fertilizer is 
worked between the rows at plant- 
ing time. This is a necessary pre- 
caution, for mixing quantities of 
leaves or other humus with the 
soil causes a deficiency of nitro- 
gen for growing plants. Extra ni- 


trates are used for lettuce,’ and 
Zimmerman believes that it is this 
feeding that helps produce enor- 
mous heads that are deliciously 
crisp. , 

Each season’s mulch disinte- 
grates and adds organic matter 
to the soil. It now is so rich in 
humus that Zimmerman can start

New talk of inflation spread through the 
nation this week. 

Satisfaction over return of the coal miners 
to work and the resumption of top production 
achedules after the Fourth of July holiday was 
soon dulled by prospect of all-around higher 
prices. 

Pittsburgh Coal Co., largest commercial pro- 
ducer of soft coal, announced tentative price 
increases in view of the pay raise awarded in 
the new eoal contract. 

The ‘‘Iron Age,’’ trade publication which 
has frequently called the turn on developments 
in the steel industry, predicted the price of 
steel would be advanced almost immediately an 


average of $5 a ton. The publication men- 
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tioned the ateel labor contract and increased 
coal costs as factors behind its forecast. 

Prices for gasoline, home fuel ol), and 
crude oj! advanced in some parts of the 
country and industry leaders said they are 
likely to go still higher, with Increases spread- 
ing to other sections. Oj] men and Government 
officials wrangled over the basic condition of 
the industry, United States export policy and 
the possibility of a serious shortage. 

The President met with his Cabinet and it 
was disclosed that the consensus was that 
there had a ‘‘tendency to exaggerate the 
importance of the coal settlement on the 
overall wage picture.”’ 

Whether or not powerful economie forces 
would push the price throttle ahead another 
notch or two or three remained to be seen. 
Such a possibility was questioned by some 
business leaders and Jegisiators.

Papa said the’ contracts were 
signed with food dealer employ- 
ers, and told the subcommittee 
that “I think we’re going to take 
them (the questidned clauses) 
out because I think you gentle- 
men are going to criticize them. 
The newspapers are going to criti- 
cize them. 

Terms of Contract. 

One ‘section of the contracts, dis- 
cussed at the hearing, declared: 
“The union reserves the right to 
issue instructions to the employer 
relative to the conduct of his busi- 
mess, without dispute, when the 
union feels that the employer con- 
ducts business in such a manner 
as to jeopardize the employment 
security of his employes and 


where such conduct might be det- 
rimental and interfere with the 
orderly and efficient operation of 
the movement of perishable prod- 
ucts destined for distribution to 
the consumers, 


“Should the union determine 
that the employer is conducting 
his business in a manner not sat- 
isfactory to the union, notice to 
that effect will be sent to the em- 
ployer ‘and/or the Fruit and Pro- 
duce Trade Association, and upon 
receipt of such notice the employ- 
er shall without any further act 
upon the part of the union dis- 
continue such acts.” 

The local union is permitted 
under the terms to cancel the 
contract unless the employer com- 
plies with it. 

Papa told a reporter that any 
changes in the contracts probably 
would come in renewals after next 
Dec. 31. 

Representative Max Schwabe 
(Rep.), Missouri, questioned Papa 
about. possible changes in the con- 
tract terms, 

Testimony by Employer, 

When an employer told the sub- 
committee of signing a similar 
contract with another AFL local, 
Chairman Wint Smith (Rep.), 
Kansas, asked: “You signed a con- 
tract that took the right to run 
your own business away from you, 
didn’t you?” The witness replied 
that the union always had been 
“very fair.”

The author of the proposal is 
Representative Dondero  (Rep.), 
Michigan, chairman of the com- 
mittee, 

The bill would turn over to the 
War Department’s Corps of En- 
gineers the duty of selling surplus 
power from flood control dams, 
and require the engineers to sell 
the power at the dam sites. 

This would,hit immediately the 
Southwestern Power Administra- 
tion. That agency of the Interior 
Department was set up in 1944. It 
markets surplus power generated 
at projects under control of the 
War Department in Louisiana, Ar- 
kansas, southern Missouri, south- 
eastern Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas. 

Sponsors of the bill protest that 
these ostensibly flood-contro] dams 
have in fact been operated pri- 
marily to furnish power. Their 
proposal is that the non-commer- 
cial minded War Department shall 
operate them primarily for flood- 
control, and treat the sales of 
power at the dams as incidental. 

The basic purpose of the Don- 
dero bill is to put an end to any 
Government competition with pri- 
vate power systems of distribution 
by selling electricity to private 
power distributing agencies at the 
sources. 

Representative Rankin ‘Dem.), 
Mississippi, contends that the Don- 
dero bill would cost consumers 
millions annually in higher power 
costs. 

By its terms, the Dondero bill 
would change the marketing prac- | 
tices only to those dam: construct- 
ed by the War Department. It 
would not directly affect the irri- 
gation-power projects constructed 
through the Interior Department’s 
Bureau of Reclamation, and the 
industry-power projects developed 
through other authorities, such as 
TVA. 


Navy Reveals Chief Jap Errors 
In Crucial Battle of Midway 


Enemy Believed U.S. 


Carrier Were Far Off, 


Possibly Due to Lone Plane’s Re- 
port on Halsey’s Force. 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
A heretofore secret document re- 
leased today by the Navy shows 
that the Japanese made _ three 
major mistakes in planning their 
June 1942 attack on Midway island 
—an attack which ended disas- 
trously for them. 

A report on the battle—which 
the Navy described as “perhaps 
the decisive battle” of the war— 
was’ submitted to the Japanese 
government 
commander-in-chief of the Japa- 
nese First Air Fleet. 

In his prebattle figuring, Na- 
gumo made three bad guesses: 

1. He thought that “the enemy 
lacks the will to fight.” . 

2. He said “it is not believed 
that the enemy has any power- 
ful unit, with carriers as its nu- 
cleus, in the vicinity. 

was sure that “the

He found out different. 
Japs Had Superior Forces. 


A United States fleet including 
the carriers Enterprise, Hornet 
and Yorktown was awaiting the 
superior Japanese force, which 
was built around seven aircraft 
carriers, 

R. Adm. Roscoe E. Good, who 
was assistant operations officer at 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz’s head- 
quarters at Pearl Harbor at, the 
time, explained to reporters im- 
plications of the. Japanese report. 

He declined to say just when 
the American Navy learned of the 
Japanese plans against Midway. 

Jap Code Had Been Broken. 

It is generally known that the 
American Navy had broken the 
Japanese code, It had a clear idea 
both of the makeup of the Japa- 
nese armada which came out of 
the Inland sea on May 27 and its 
objective. 

On the other hand, the report 
shows that Japanese intelligence 
was bad—even on activities of 
their own forces. Adm. Good, with 
a chuckle, said: 

“T almost felt sorry for that Jap 
commander in chief.” Either to 
“save face” or as a diversion tac- 
tic, or because they didn’t know 
it, they sent orders to carriers al- 
ready sunk, 

Adm. Nagumo had the unenvi- 
able job of explaining to his supe- 
riors the loss of four big carriers 
and a heavy cruiser, the retire- 
ment of one of the most powerful 
armadas ever assembled and aban- 
donment of the attack on Midway. 

Jap Admfral’s Predicament. 

“We had practically no intelli- 
gence concerning the enemy,” Na- 


by Adm. Nagumo,|. 


gumo said. “We never knew to the 
end where or how many carriers 
there were. In other words, we 
participated in this operation with 
meager training and without know- 
ing the enemy.” 

The Japanese lost heavily in ex- 
perienced pilots in the battle of 
Coral Sea early in May. Adm. Na- 
gumo said that of those he had at 
Midway practically no one got be- 
yond basic training. 
“Inexperienced flyers barely got 
to the point where they could 
make daytime landings on carriers. 
It was found that even some of 
the more seasoned flyers had lost 
some of their skill.” 


May, mock torpedo attacks were 
made. “The records during these 
tests were so disappointing that 
some were moved to comment that 
it was a mystery how men with 
such poor ability could have ob- 
tained such brilliant results at 
Coral Sea.” 

Furthermore, there was no op- 
portunity for carrying out joint 
training which, “of course, made 
impossible any co-ordinated action 
between contact units, illumina- 
tion units and attack units.” The 
Japs had to give up hope of sat- 
isfactory night attacks. 

Importance of Attacks. 

The American naval command 
was aware of the importance of 
the impending attack on Midway. 
“If the Japs had won at Midway, 
they would have been in a posi- 
tion to command the Aleutians 
and Hawaii, and the war could 
have been prolonged 20 years,” 
said Adm. Good. 

Adm, Good disclosed an unre- 
cealed episode which occurred be- 
fore the Battle of Midway. 

After the Coral sea battle, the 
carriers Enterprise and Hornet 
had been sent with great secrecy 
under Adm. William F. Halsey 
with orders to piace themselves 
between the Japanese force and 
its base at Truk. 

Halsey’s force was spotted by a 
Single Japanese reconnaissance 
plane. He was shot down, but not 
before it was believed he had in- 
formed the Japanese. 

“There was plenty of -crape 
around Pearl that day,” said Adm. 
Good, 

“But it may have been provi- 
dential, because we pulled Halsey 
right back—and the last record 
the Japs had of those two car- 
riers was that they were in the 
southwest Pacific, going fast: in 
the direction of New Guinea.” 

This may have caused Adm, Na- 


gZumo’s belief that the Americans 
had no carriers near Midway.

_ There are between 50 and 
100 American ex-servicemen 
hiding in the Casbah, no- 
torious but romantic native 
quarter of Algiers, mostly 
deserters whose one hope of 
sanctuary is the labyrinth 
of dark passages into which 
the French police rarely 
venture. 

Their way of life is un- 
fortunately criminal. This 
has been forced on them by 
lack of funds and the fact 
that they have put them- 
selves beyond the law.

In a tour of the Casbah, this correspondent met and 
talked to some of these men. They were friendly, but suspic- 
ious. They told me frankly they had no intention of knuckling 
under. 

“They need some enterprise here,” said one of them. 
“We'll supply it.” 

What sort of a place is the Casbah? This district rises 
street by street, stone staircase by cobbled alleyway to a 
height of 800 feet above sea level. Life goes on there very 
much as it did 300 years ago.

@ AS IF BY COMPENSATION for its smells and ‘filth, its 
whirring flies and dirty rags, it bestows a favor every now 
and then—here a slim, graceful minaret which appears unex-

A cypress tree popping up from a tiny courtyard, a gold 
embroidered crimson wrap enshrining the head of an Aftab 
girl in some garret window.

The Tenants Love That Man 


Landlord Solomon Won't Raise Their Rent—And He Pays. Them Bonuses for Having Babies

CLEVELAND, July 12. 
O 120 Cleveland families, 
Henry Solomon is the nation’s 
most lovable landlord, 


Henry is for raising big families 
and against raising rents. For 
years he has not only been en- 
couraging his tenants to fill up 
their homes with kids, but actu- 
ally paying a bonus for each baby 
born in one of his apartments. 
Now, to cinch his reputation for 
being an unusual landlord, he has 
come out flatly against an in- 
crease in rents. He thinks rents 
should remain frozen where they 
were and OPA controls continued 
“until this housing shortage eases 
up to where our veterans can find 
a decent place to live at a reason- 
able price.” 

“I’m not going to raise rents 
until I absolutely have to,” Solo- 
mon says solemnly. “If people 
pay*too much rent they can’t af- 
ford to have children.” 

To the dozens upon dozens of 
children of the 120 families who 
live in Solomon’s eight apartment 
buildings in Cleveland, the once- 
penniless immigrant, who came to 
the United States from Czechoslo- 
vakia in 1903, is a sort of year- 
round Santa Claus. They call him 
“Uncle Henry,” practically mob 
him when he approaches in his 
car, and wait eagerly for him to 
fish in his pockets for pennies or 
candy. ; 

“Uncle Henry,” in turn, knows 
all “his” ‘children by name, can 
call, their individual ages and 
birth dates. From an enormous 
mental file he can tell you when 
a certain Betty had the mumps 
or when a certain Bobby broke 
the limb off the tree in the back 
yard, 

Solomon’s system for paying 
bonuses for babies born to his ten- 
ants has been in effect for almost 
20 years. Originally, he gave a 
five-doliar gold piece to each new 
baby, but at the onset of the war 
he upped the ante and now gives 
his tenants a $25 government 
bond for their first child, a $50 
bond for the second, a $100 bond 
for the third, and right on up, 
doubling the amount for each new 
child. So far this month, the 
stork has visited three of Solo- 
mon’s tenants. 

“And last month,” says Solomon 
proudly, “there were twins. The 
first one born got a $25 bond, the 
second a $50 bond. 

Recently widowed, Solomon is 
himself the father of two daugh- 
ters and it was when his first 
child, Shirley, was three years old 
that he first thought of his bonus- 
for-babies plan. 

“T wasn’t making much money, 
but I wanted my wife to have 
a nice apartment,” Solomon ex- 
plained, “I found one and rented 
it but when it came time for me 
and my wife and Shirley to move 
in the landlord objected to our 
Shirley was so pretty, I 
thought everybody would love her 
like I did, but that landlord 
wouldn’t rent to anybody with a 
child. 

“Since he 
money for 
could have moved in, but he told 
me if I did, he’d raise my rent $5 
the first month after that, $10 the 
second, $20 the third, and so on, 
until I got out. I told myself then 
that if I ever got to the place 
where I could buy a building, I'd 
let people have all the children 
they wanted and, if I could, help 
them financially to have those 
children.” 

Eager, earnest and hardwork- 
ing, Solomon had begun life in 
this country as a $2.50 a week 
stock boy in a cigar factory. In 
three years he had risen to fore- 
man and in his fourth year in 
Cleveland, he went into the in- 
surance business for himself, Still 
smarting over the fact that the 
landlord would not rent to him 
because he had a baby girl, Solo- 
mon scrimped and saved. By the 
time Shirley was six years old, he 
had accumulated $3000. 

Promptly, he made a down-pay- 
ment on a small apartment build- 
ing and hung out a sign, “Babies 
Welcome.” It was the beginning 
o' Henry Solomon’s now more 
than 20-year-old campaign to 
make landlords understand that 
people with children actually 
make the best tenants. 

Sixteen kids is a nice number 
in a family, Solomon believes. “I 
know,” he laughs, “because I was 
one of 16 kids in my family back 
in Drahovo in Czechoslovakia.” 

A statistician in Solomon’s in- 
surance office figured up not so

long ago that the sixteenth child 
in a family in one of Solomon's 
apartments could count on receiv- 
ing $819,200 in bonds and that his 
total payments for all sixteen chil- 
dren would add up to $1,638,375. 
Solomon has a standing offer to 
give lock, stock and barrel the 
whole apartment building in which 
they live to the first tenants pro- 
ducing quintuplets, 


“T wish it would happen,” says 
this one-man population promoter. 
“Anyway I’m covered, I took out 
insurance with Lloyd’s of London 
to cover the deeding of the build- 
ing to my new Dionnes,” 

From the very first, Solomon 
prospered in both his insurance 
and real estate business. But other 
landlords could not understand 
how he did it. Often when a 
couple had a baby and Henry 
thought they might need a little 
extra money, he’d reduce their 
rent $5 a month, in addition to 
giving them their baby bonus.

ODAY his buildings carry prob- 

ably the lowest comparable 

rents in Cleveland. In one 
building, consisting of five-room 
apartments, in fashionable Shaker 
Heights, each unit rents from $55 
to $65, while directly across the 
street in a much less attractive 
building, the same size units rent 
for $160. 

“I like to see young people have 
a nice place to live within their 
means, so they can save up some- 
thing to start a family,” says 
Solomon, “There are a lot of 
things worth more than money. 
For instance, nothing means more 
to me than to have a vacancy 
that I can give to some veteran 
and then a few months later have 
him tell me that he and his wife 
are going to have a baby. I feel 
that’s a good start toward another 
good American family.” 

Not long ago, a well-known man 
in Cleveland called on Solomon 
and said he'd like to be put on 
Solomon's apartment waiting-list. 
“My wife and I will make ideal 
tenants,” said the man. “We've 
been married 13 years and have no 
children. We're quiet and keep no 
pets and we're an A-I credit risk.” 

Answered Solomon, with that in- 
fectious smile of his: 

“Mister, you might make an 
ideal tenant for some landlords, 
but not for me. If you had a 
couple of kids that would make 
some noise once in a while I’d be 
interested. If you and your wife 
have been married 13 years and 
have no children, you better go 
out and adopt some. If you do,

come back and see me and I'll do 
my best to find you an apart- 
ment.” 

About 50 per cent of all Solo- 
man’s tenants today are veterans. 

“They fought to make my home 
safe,” says Solomon. “They get 
first crack whenever I have a va- 
cancy.”

A few weeks ago a veteran“dis- 
covered that Solomon had a 
vacancy in a furnished apart- 
ment. Solomon talked to the vet- 
eran and told him he could have 
the apartment but that he felt 
the wife should see it before they 
moved in. The veteran said he 
was sure it would be all right with 
the wife, but Solomon insisted that 
the little woman might want a few 
little things done beforehand. The 
husband still hesitated, but finally 
went off to fetch his wife. 

“When they got back the wife 
wouldn’t get out of the car,” Solo- 
mon smiled slyly. “You know 
why? Well, she was going to 
have a baby and they were afraid 
I wouldn’t rent to them if I found 
out. They’d been turned down 
every place because landlords 
don’t want new babies.” 


Solomon promptly put the ex- 
pectant mother at her ease, talked 
finances to the prospective father, 
reduced the rent $12 a month on 
the flimsy excuse that since they 
had some furniture of their own 
they wouldn't need all of the fur- 
nishings in the apartment, told 
them to move in next day, and 
start paying rent in a week on 
the first of the month. Five days 
later, their baby was born, and 
Solomon, true to his baby-bonus 
plan, sent them a $25 bond. 

“Just look at that,” Solomon 
laughed, “Before they pay me a 
cent of rent, it costs me a $25 
bond for that new baby.” 

At one time, Solomon had as 
one of his tenants the owner of a 
neighboring apartment, The apart- 
ment owner had a rule in his own 
apartment that no children were 
allowed and rather than break the 
rule, the owner moved into BSolo- 


mon’s apartment when he discov- 
ered his wife was going to have a 
child. 

“Imagine that,” says Solomon. 
“He wouldn’t let kids in his own 
apartment, but I had to pay him 
a bonus when he had a baby in 
mine, But, you know what? To- 
day that man lives in his own 
apartment house, has two kids of 
his own, and lets his tenants have 
all the kids they want.” 

Solomon says that he has never 
had a tenant double-cross him, 
beat him out of a dime or cause 
him to lose a day’s rent. And he 
never has any trouble with his 
tenants’ children. Once a peppy 
young rascal broke a limb off a 
tree in the backyard of one of 
Solomon’s apartments. The kid 
expected a scolding from Solomon, 

“You know what I did?” Solo- 
mon laughed. “I started paying 
him 50 cents a month to take care 
of the’ yard. You should see it. 
It’s the neatest one in the neigh- 
borhood and does that kid keep 
the other kids out of our trees,” 

A few years back, Solomon 
chanced upon a building called 
“The Memorial Apartments.” Built 
on the ‘site of a burned-down 
school in which 108 Cleveland chil- 


ment was barred to children. 
Solomon was incensed. A me- 
morial to those dead children, and 
no living ones allowed inside its 
doors. With typical Solomon re- 
action, he bought the building at 
somewhat more than what it was 
worth, promptly hung out his 
“Children Welcome” sign and 
rented only to couples with at 
least the beginning of a family. 

Today, unless you are a vet- 
eran, have children, or can con- 
vince Solomon that Old Doc Stork 
is hovering around about to pay 
you and your wife a visit you 
haven't a ghost of a chance of 
getting into one of Solomon’s eight 
apartment buildings. 

“Me and the Stork are in ca- 
hoots,” Solomon chuckles. “And 
when it’s a little easier to bwild, 
I’m going to erect a 100-apart- 
ment building in Cleveland on land 
I've already bought. I’m not go- 
ing to take anybody but veterans 
or folks who have children or can 
furnish a doctor’s certificate say- 
ing there’s one on the way. You 
know it’s a sad thing that today 
landlords can’t see the way I do. 
I know that to every other man 
his own children are as nice and 
lovable to him as my own are to 


me.” 
S do not regard him as a philan- 

thropist. They look on him 
solely as a friend. In fact, when 
he pays off a baby-bonus or does 
some fabulous thing for these dags 
such as reducing some tenant's 
rent, Solomon always makes it 
seem as though the tenant is do- 
ing him a favor by renting from 
him, 

“He’s the best friend a man 
could have,” one ex-GI said. “Why 
the other day I heard him tell 
a man that as soon as real estate 
comes down that guy ought to get 
out and buy his own house and 
quit paying rent.” 

Solomon has very definite ideas 
about folks owning their own 
homes, “Ought to,” he says. 
“Gives them something to work 
for and something to leave their 
kids.” 

Solomon calls himself the rich- 
est man in the United States— 
“because I can count in the worth 
of friendships more riches than all 
the dollars in the world.” 

Of 39 relatives in Czechoslovakia 
at the beginning of the war, 
Solomon has only two left. 

“I think of that,” he says, “when 
a veteran comes to me for an 
apartment, My relatives are gone, 
but I am alive and happy—alive 
and happy because those veterans 
made that possible for me. Should 
I raise rents and take only people 
who can pay? Of course I 
shouldn’t. I will take veterans. I 
will not raise my rents. 

“It is my way of saying to them, 
‘you GlI-Joes, I thank you, in my 
name and in my i daughters’ 
names.’ And when I rent them an 
apartment and tell them JI will 
not raise their rents, what more 
could my heart ask than that their 
eyes sparkle and that they press 
my hand and say to me, ‘You are

Government building and exhibit followed. The city bond 
isatie was just a matter of lining up City Hall officialdom, 
then headed by Mayor Henry Ziegenhein, and assuring voters 
that the bonds would not raise the tax rate—or not much.

The manage- 
ment needed a loan to tide the fair over until early autumn, 
when, it rightly calculated, gate receipts would boom. The 

, exposition’s expert milkergs went to Washington and got from 
Congress and President Theodore Roosevelt a $5,000,000 ad- 
vance, to be repaid from receipts and building salvage. Not 
much of this money went back to the federal treasury; Con- 
gress was persuaded later to let it remain for construction of 
the Jefferson Memorial building and Forest Park shelter 
house.

T WASN’T until we tried to 
Jct into that blue chambray 

from last summer that we 
realized we'd gotten our girlish 
figure back again, the one we 
acquired at the double-hot- 
fudge-sundae age of 12 and 
have been trying to lose ever 
since. It really hardly seems 
fair because honestly we don’t 
eat enough to keep a bird alive, 
and the men in our family sim- 
ply stuff themselves without 
ever gaining an ounce, but it 
seems we're just one of those 
people who only has to look at 
something fattening to put on 
weight. ‘ 

Some persons have been 
mean enough to point out that 
this may be because every time 
we look at something fattening 
we eat it. 

Having tried various kinds of 
diets—the high protein diet, 
the banana and buttermilk 
diet, the spinach and soybean 
diet, the martini and olive diet, 
the 18-day or Hollywood diet, 
the nine day or wonder diet, 
the one day or “the hell with 
it” diet—we thought it high 
time we found something sim- 
pler. Since the St. Louis Bet- 
ter Business Bureau published 
a bulletin on “Obesity Reme- 
dies, Devices, Aids, Etc.” jn its 
recent bulletin, it seemed logi- 
cal that they could tell us how 
chances were for achieving 
that dream of womankind, the 
miracle reducing system. ‘ 

The hope of paring pounds 
painlessly is as unjustified as 
ever, we learned, though it 
still springs, eternally and op- 
timistically, in the feminine 
heart, and there is never a lack 


of get-thin-quick products on.

We asked Harry W. Riehl, 
manager of the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau and editor of its 
bulletin, about some of the 
newer devices, especially those 
intriguing sounding Ones con- 
sisting of a kind of candy that 
you eat before meals. By a 
curious coincidence—the coin- 
cidence being that advertising 
of these is now being banned-—— 
Riehl had a box on his desk 
along with a couple of jars and 
bottles of similar capsules and 
tablets. 

“Now there's nothing in this 
pill that will hurt you,” he said 
of one of the brands, rolling 
the pellet in his hand. “Just 
Vitamins and nutrients. It's a 
kind of psychological gadget 
with which you can embark on 
a self-enforced diet. According 
to the instructions, all you do 
is eat one of these and then cut 
your food supply in half. You 
could just as easily tie a bow 
of red ribbon on the faucet of 
the sink and cut your food sup- 
ply in half and give the ribbon 


credit for your loss in weight.”

The danger, Riehl pointed 
out, is not in the pill itself but 
the fact that it leads to self- 
medication and the possibility 
that the woman will decide that 
if she can eliminate half her 
food she’ll do twice as well by 
eliminating all of it 

“That was the difficulty with 
another widely advertised prod- 
uct which contained desiccated 
thyroid,” Riehl said “The dos- 
ages as prescribed were rela- 
tively harmless but when it 
was offered promiscuously the 
most natural thing in the 
world was to try to lose weight 
faster by taking more The an- 
nals of the American Medical 
Association are filled with 
cases of pernicious anemia as 
a result.” 

In addition to being danger- 
ous, thyroid is often unneces- 
sary, for although one of the 
favorite myths of lard-laden la- 
dies is that they are suffering

from glandular deficiencies, 
the bulletin sternly points out 
that “the majority of fat peo- 
ple do not suffer from an un- 
der-active thyroid gland and 
the indiscriminate sale of reme- 
dies containing this product for 
self-medication is contrary to 
the public interest.”

Another ingredient now on 
the black list is dinitrophenol, 
an intermediate in the manu- 
facture of gunpowder, which 
encourages loss of weight and 
also, as many women have 
learned to their sorrow, tumor- 
ous growths on the eyes. 

“Many persons have the idea 
that anything in a medicine 
bottle is safe to take,” Riehl 
said, “because of the limitations 
of the Pure Food and Drug 
Act, which actually limits only 
the label and the accompany- 
ing literature.” 

By this time, we'd begun to 
lose enthusiasm for any form 
of reducing pills, so we 
switched our inquiry to reduc- 
ing salons, the steam and swat 
centers. These, we learned, en-

joy a better reputation provid- 
ed they do not advertise, “Lose 
10 pounds in 10 treatments,” or 
other rosy promises. 

“After all, there are three 
recognized things in a reducing 
program,” Riehl pointed out, 
“exercise, proper diet, not the 
arbitrary limiting of food, and 
proper elimination, produced by 
the first two. Reducing salons 
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enforce the exercise. A woman 
won't do her one-two-three at 
home, but if she has a substan- 
tial amount invested she gets 
her money's worth and goes 
there to have someone put her 
on a mechanical gadget to get 
the exercise she could get at 
home.” 

Well, how about reducing 
creams, bath salts and bub- 
bles? we asked. The idea of 
stepping into a bathtub of 
foam a heifer and coming out 
a zephyr had great appeal for 
re Rieh] literally snorted at 
this. 
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* * * 

Creams, pastes, soaps, bath 
salts, and other external appli- 
cations are worthless, he said. 
Bath aids used in hot water 
will reduce you a little on the 
“sweat it out” theory since the 
body, liké a tomato, is mostly 
water, but the dehydration is 
temporary and the cool foam 
from a giass of beer will put 
back everything that the warm 
foam of the bath took aff. 

Salts, crystals, herbal teas, 
and ‘other laxatives used as 
treatments for obesity § are 
equally unscientific, their only 
purpose being to “shove food 
through the body so fast that 
it doesn’t get a chance to 
catch on,” Riehl says. Just as 
bad are the devices which re- 
tard digestion and give a feel- 
ing of fullness after meals. 

George P. Larrick, assistant 
commissioner of the Food and 
Drug Administration, warned 
recently that more and more 
fraudulent medical devices may 
be expected because of the gul- 
lible public’s receptive mood 
for miracle drugs to follow 
penicillin and sulfa.

But discouraging as it seems, 
the only way for we well-uphol- 
stered females to remove some 
of the stuffing is to cut down 
on fattening foods and fatten- 
ing drinks, and even this Spar- 
tan method should only be 
undertaken under the guidance 
of a physician. Even over- 
weight persons may have ten- 
dencies toward tuberculosis 
and other diseases which are 
aggravated by under-nutrition. 

As far as we're concerned, 
we're going to take Riehl’s 
red ribbon treatment.

Chicago Policewoman, Who Knows How 


to Handle Gun, Has Killed One Law- 
breaker and Wounded Six Others 
in 22°Years of Walking Park Beats

CHICAGO, July 12. 


NDER “Hobbies, Special Inter- 

ests, Sports,” in Policewoman 

Alice McCarthy’s personnel 
record in the Chicago Park Dis- 
trict Police Department’s files is 
listed but one extracurricular ac- 
tivity. It is marksmanship. 

This may seem rather strange 
for a woman to list as her favor- 
ite hobby, special interest or sport, 
but in view of the fact that she 
has shot and killed one lawbreak- 
er and* wounded six others in her 
22 years on the force, markman- 
ship is as much Miss McCarthy’s 
vocation as avocation. 

Miss McCarthy’s skill with her 
regulation .38 caliber revolver, 
which she rather fondly refers to 
as “Jennie,” has established her as 
one of the city’s best known law 
enforcement officers. “There 
aren’t many men on the park 
force or on the city’s force who 
can boast of a record like that,” 
enviously remarked one of her 
superior officers. ; 

However, Miss McCarthy’s repu- 
tation as one capable of dropping 
a fleeing lawbreaker with a slug 
at 75 feet in the dark is such that 
people here seldom get excited 
about it any more. 

“Alice McCarthy getting another 
man is as old as ‘police promise 
an arrest in 24 hours’ to us,” said 
one veteran police reporter. 

This attitude probably accounts 
for the little space Chicago news- 
papers devoted to Miss McCarthy 
when she got her seventh man 
one night last month in Grant 
Park. This man made the error 
of whistling at.the wrong wom- 
an. He whistled at Miss Mc- 
Carthy as she strolled through the 
park, seized her and then made 
his second mistake. He made a 
threatening motion as if he in- 
tended drawing a weapon from a 
hip pocket. 


With accustomed ease and calm- 
ness, Miss McCarthy drew “Jen- 
nie” from a hip holster and fired 
a bullet into the offender’s ab- 
domen. As she had done six times 
before, Miss McCarthy waited un- 
til the ambulance arrived to cart 
the man off to a hospital, walked 
back to her district station to 
make her report and then re- 
turned to her beat. It might just 
as well have been a stolen auto- 
mobile or a lost child, in so far as 
Miss McCarthy was concerned. 

“It’s her coolness that really im- 
presses you,” says one of her 
fellow-officers. “She just never 
gets excited. And there’s lots of 
us who envy her courage, too.” 

The mild-mannered, sandy- 
haired, blue-eyed 47-year-old police- 
woman herself curtly says, “It was 
all part of my duty and I did it,” 
when asked about the shootings. 
She says she was not frightened 
in any of the seven shooting en- 
counters, nor can she recall any 
particular emotion that swept 
over her after any of them. 

“After all, we policewomen are 
trained to use our guns,” she de- 
clared, 

Miss McCarthy and “Jerinie” are 
inseparable and have been since 
she joined the force in 1925, “I 
fee] ‘Jennie’ is part of me,” she 
explains. “I have never felt un- 
comfortable walking alone.in the 
park at night, so long as I have 
‘Jennie.’ I always feel if I take 
care of her she'll take care of me 
and she hasn't failed me yet.”

Up until a spring day in 1925, Miss 

McCarthy, daughter of an electri- 

cian, was determined to become an 

In addition to 

regular voice lessons she studied 

French and Italian, both of which 

she still speaks fluently. 

She led a sedate life in Chicago’s 
South Side and weapons and 
shooting were limited to movies, 
as far as she was concerned. 

But on a day in May, 1925 she 
took a stroll in a South Side Park 
and met a policeman friend, 

“After we exchanged greetings 
he began telling me something 
about examinations being held for 
policewomen for the Park police,” 
she recounted. “He told me I 
could pass one of these exams 
easily and I should take it. I just 
nodded and smiled and said some- 
thing about thinking it over. 

“Just then a police car drove 
up and this friend of mine pulled 
me over to the car and just about 
shoved me in. He told the driver 
to take me to headquarters, make 
me take the exam and wait for 
me to drive me home. More to 
satisfy him than anything else, I 
went along, took the exam and 
went home. The next day they 
notified me I had passed and I[ 
was eligible to join the force. So 
I did.” 

* . * 

W cariny s hesitation, Miss Mc- 
Carthy says she has never re- 
gretted giving up her singing 

career for police work. 

“After all, there are singers and 
singers, you know,” she smiled, 
“and I really love police work, 
There’s nothing else like it. It’s 
exciting and interesting. I really 
like it better every day,” 

Though her acts sometime show 
a disregard for safety, she added, 
“And don’t forget there’s more 


security in this kind of work than 
in a singing career.” 

Her passion for her work has 

impressed her superiors. One of 
them said, “A lot of our cops 
would do as well as Alice if they 
had the interest in their work that 
she has.” 
* Of course, the cops at first won- 
dered if Miss McCarthy, then a 
strikingly attractive redhead, who 
looked more as if she needed pro- 
tection than one capable of provid- 
ing it, would use her revolver in 
an emergency. 

Two years after she joined the 
force they got their answer. One 
July evening in 1927, while walk- 
ing her beat in a West Side park, 
she noticed a boy stripping an 
automobile. She approached the 
lad, identified herself and told him 
he was under arrest. He took one 
look at the small, petite woman 
and took to his heels. Miss Mc- 
Carthy calmly drew “Jennie” and 
dropped the fleeing fugitive with 
a bullet in the right thigh. 

“Did this, the first time you 
shot anyone, excite you?” Miss 
McCarthy was asked. 

“No, not at all,” was the impas- 
sive response. “I've been telling 
you that it - was my duty and I did 
it, see?” 

The year 1934 was a big one for 
Miss McCarthy and “Jennie.” To- 
gether they bagged three more 
lawbreakers. The second man she 
shot, in March 1934, was an auto- 
mobile thief. Less than three 
weeks later’ she caught another 
auto thief and dropped him with 
a single bullet as he tried to es- 
cape. And in November of the 
same year, another tried to snatch 
her purse and she winged him. 
All three shootings were at night 
and at distances of between 75 and 
100 feet, 

By this time Miss McCarthy's 
fearless attitude and her willing- 
ness to tackle any assignment had

I yelled for him 
to stop but he kept on going so I 
cut loose on him again, 

“He kept right on going and 
stumbled into the arms of some 
other cops who were attracted by 
my shots. But what got me a lit- 
tle bit sore was that this ex-sailor 
tried to say he was shot by a 


couple of men and wouldn’t admit 
a woman had shot him until I 
met him at the hospital.” 


But the ex-sailor’s chagrin at 
being shot ty a woman is quite 
understandable to a few of Miss 
McCarthy's fellow-officers.

Livers 
By the Chef | 


: OST men like chicken livers— 
Mase most men like rice and 

spaghetti. If you want, there- 
fore, to snare that wary bachelor, 
ask him in for a dinner featuring 
Armenian rice with chicken livers, 
or spaghetti with a special chicken 
liver sauce. The bets are that 
you'll land him, hook, line and 
sinker. 

Get about 12 chicken livers, and 
brown them quickly in four table- 
spoons butter. Take the livers 
from the pan, and to the butter 
remaining add two tablespoons 
chopped onion and a crushed clove 
of garlic. Cook about two min- 
utes. Then add a quarter cup 
mushrooms—canned will do—and 
cook for one minute longer. Toss 
in two and one-half cups rice (un- 
cooked) 


Cook for three minutes and add | 


two tablespoons tomato paste and 
a teaspoon ment extract. Pour on 
some consomme or chicken broth 
to cover all and cook until liquid 
is absorbed, adding more as need- 
ed until rice is tender. 

Season with salt and pepper, a 
good dash of cavenne and a little 
chili pepper. Continue cooking 
until all the liquid is gone and 
the rice completely tender, then 
stir in the chicken livers, let cook 
a bit longer unti) livers are done, 
and serve. Good accompaniments 
are slices of broiled eggplant, and 
afterward a cool green salad would 
be refreshing.

THE spaghetti -chicken 
liver sauce, brown the 12 livers 
quickly in butter as above. Re- 
move them. Add two more table- 
spoons of butter to the pan, with 
a crushed clove of garlic. Let 
cook a minute, and then add two 
large onions, chopped, and cook 
until onions begin to brown. Add 
the contents of a small can of 
mushrooms, and cook slowly for 
five minutes, Season with salt 
and pepper and add three table- 
spoons tomato paste and half a 
teaspoon meat extract. 

Add a quarter cup of beef stock, 
bring mixture to a boil and then 
simmer for five minutes. Add 
a tablespoon of fresh tarragon or 
oregano, or a smaller amount of 
the dried variety, and the chicken 
livers, finely chopped. Heat through 
and pour over well-cooked, drained 
spaghetti. Serve grated Parmesan 
cheese in a separate dish. 

As a side dish, I'd suggest a 
salad of cooked string beans and 
beets, the latter cut in julienne 
strips to match the beans, and 
each vegetable arranged -in neat 
little bundles on a bedof lettuce. 
Tart French dressing, of course.

MEAT SAUCES: A new bride, 
who is struggling with the mys- 
terles of cooking, asks me to sug- 
gest a little list of “what goes with 
what,” in the way of sauces and 
relishes for meats.

First, boil six medium 
potatoes, then mash them and add 
two cups of sugar, two cups of 
milk, one yeast cake, and enough 
flour to make a light batter. Let 
rise for two or three hours until 
light, then add a cup of melted 
butter, four well-beaten eggs, and 
enough flour to make the dough

SWEDISH STEW: There’s a 
wonderful stew that I learned to 
make from a Swedish cook who 
graced us with her presence some 
years ago. It is filling, and deli- 
cious. Get about three pounds 
stew meat—I like beef best—and 
cut it in even-sized pieces. Brown 
two or thrée onions, sliced, in 
about three tablespoons of butter. 
While that is going on, pound 
the meat well, and then brown 
the pieces in the fat with onion. 
Have ready 10 raw  0»potatoes, 
peeled and sliced, and put alter- 
nate layers of meat, potatoes and 
onions in a big kettle. The bot- 
tom and top layers should be po- 
tatoes 


Season lavishly with salt and 
pepper. Run a little water into 
the frying pan, and pour the re- 
sulting liquid over the contents 
of the kettle. Now, add half a 
cup of beer—more if the stew 


looks too dry—cover the pot and

The Female Cooks Are Busy Trotting Out Their Favorite Summer Dish

HE season for one of the most 
T horribie of all food crimes is 

now well upon us. From the 
Ladits’ Monday Club that meets 
on Tuesday to all the Kit-Kat tea- 
rooms of the land, the female 
cooks are trotting out their favo- 
rite dish, chicken salad.

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HE gay and_e exhilarating 
music of Johann Strauss, the 
Viennese waltz king, will be 
heard once more at Municipal 
Opera for the week beginning to- 
morrow night when “Die Fieder- 
maus,” his comic opera first pro- 
duced in 1874, is presented by a 
carefully chosen singing cast. 
Just to keep the record straight, 
it may be recalled that “Die Fle- 
dermaus,” (The Bat), has also 
been performed under a half 
dozen other assorted titles—‘One 
Wonderful Night,” “The Merry 
Countess,” “Night Birds,” “Waltz 
Time,” “Champagne Sec,” and 
“Rosalinda,” to be specific. It 
was last given in New York in 
1942 by the New Opera Company 
as “Rosalinda.” It has been pro- 
duced only once before by Munic- 
ipal Opera, in 1923. Then, as now, 
it was called by its right name by 
the Forest Park people, who be- 
lieve the title is as good as any 
more catchy substitute. There 
have been all sorts of versions 
and adaptations of the original 
libretto by Haffner and Genee, 
based on a French story. This 
one has been pepped up for the 
opera by a writer named. Sheldon 
Reynolds. Just what he’s done 
isn’t clear, but itys covered by the 
word “modernization.”

Chill until slightly congealed. 
Whip one-half pint whipping 
cream until stiff. Beat gelatin 
mixture with same beater until 
fluffy, then beat in about one- 
third of the whipped cream. Fold 
in cocoanut, and lastly, remaining 
whipped cream, Pour into 8-inch 
x2-inch pan or 8-inch spring mold, 
lined with waxed paper, then with 
one dozen lady fingers, split. Chill 
until set, Serve with orange sauce.

Combine one-half cup sugar, two 
tablespoons cornstarch and a few 
grain salt. Blend with one cup 
boiling water and cook until clear 
and thickened, stirring constantly. 
Add one-half cup orange juice and 
segments (from two medium or- 
anges).

HE Greek aid program is de- 
T vetoping two big quirks which 
may mean another “too little 
too late” in the minds of the more 
impatient presidential advisers. 
One has to do with food, The 
other with steel. 


Greek crops are * dangerously 
low this year on account of ex- 


‘\treme winter cold and drouth. It 


may mean that Greece will have 
to spend $40,000,000 more on im- 
porting food. That will bite un- 
pleasantly into the American loan, 


much of which is needed for other |- 


— goods and reconstruc- 
on. 

So far State Department econ- 
omists have made no decisions on 
just what Greek reconstruction 
needs must come first. Most of 
them will need steel, and steel is 
short, ; 

American stee] is exported only 
when the Commerce Department 
okays the export licenses. These 
okays are made by quarters. 
There are already more than 
enough requests to cover the steel 
that can be approved for export 
up to September. If the Greek 
needs have to wait for fourth 
quarter export allocations, it could 
be late this year, or early next, 
before steel products begin to 
unload at Greek docks, 

The last top level Washington 
conference hung on that hook. 
The impatient advisers left still 
with no concrete reconstruction 
program for Greece. 


Income Taxes—Look for another 
big battle over income tax cuts in 
Congress next January. 

Regardless of whether the 
present Knutson bill is passed over 
President Truman’s veto, Demo- 
cratic Congressmen are planning 
to plump next year for legislation 
providing larger cuts in low-in- 
come brackets. 

It will be Democratic strategy 
in election year to contend that 
theirs is “the right kind of a bill 
at the right time.” 

Democratic opponents of the Re- 
publican bill have Made two main 
arguments: (1) Tax-cutting should 
be delayed until a better picture 
of Government surplus can be ob- 
tained, (2) Small income groups 
should be given greater tax relief 
than the G.O.P. measure provides.

’ Taxes—vVeterans giv- 
en automobiles as compensation 
for the loss of a leg will not have 
to count their value as income for 
tax purposes, according to a new 
Internal Revenue Bureau ruling. 


National Income — Don't be 
startled when Commerce Depart- 
ment reports show an apparent 
overnight jump of six billion dol- 
lars or more in national income. 
This will be just a bookkeeping 
change. 

For instance, people who live 
in their own homes will be con- 
sidered to be getting “rental in- 
come” from their use. Also, cor- 
poration income will be counted 
on a before-tax tasis instead of 
the present after-tax basis. 

The system is being changed 
to tell the story better from the 
economist’s standpoint. Also, it 
makes United States figures fit 
in with those of other countries.

Beats of Great 


Earthquakes, Floods Only Pulse 


Geologic Forces 


At Work in Mississippi Valley 


Region Is Rising. 


Tilting of Land Could Change Course of 
River Such as That Which Swung the Ohio 


Across Entire State—Indication St, Louis

NEW YORK, July 12 — The 
weather machine appears to have 
been out of adjustment for 
months. A late spring ensues, five 
flood crests roll down the Mis- 
sissippi watershed whereas only 
one is normal, levees break and 
large areas are inundated, and, 


‘to top that an earthquake takes 


place in the St. Louis area near 
where three principal streams of 
the upper watershed converge. 
These events are of vast imme- 
diate importance to the inhabi- 
tants, but they are just a pulse 
beat in the life of the river. We 
know very little about the Missis- 
sippi river. If we want to learn 
thoroughly about rivers, it may be 


necessary for our flood-control en- 
gineers to become students of an- 
cient Egyptian history, which is 
the story of the Nile, They will 
learn that the capers which the 
Mississippi has cut during more 
than a century are no indication 
of its future behavior. 

Changes Taking Place. 
Tremendous forces are at work 
in the Mississippi watershed, 
bringing about changes. Some are 
cumulative ‘at an extremely slow 
rate. Some take place rapidly, 
accompanied by earthquakes. 

In the winter of 1811-’12 the 
area where Missouri, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Kentucky and Illinois 
now come together was shaken by 
three tremendous ' earthquakes. 
An area about the size of Ohio 
subsided from six to fifteen feet 
and a simila) area rose about the 
same amount. Reelfoot Lake in 
Tennessee was formed when a 
long narrow strip paralleling the 
Mississippi dropped a dozen feet 
or more, and the lakes along the 
St. Francis river in Missouri are 
other results. 

Our flood-control engineers are 
seeking to keep the Mississippi 
imprisoned in a narrow channel 
defined by levees. Contrasted 
with these puny efforts, is the 
history of the earlier Ohio river 
which flowed from the Appalach- 
jlans in Virginia across central 
Ohio and Indiana and emptied 
into Lake Michigan. The geolog- 
ists call it the Tethys river. The 
tilt of the land was different in 
those days. 

Ohio Turned South 

Since the days of the Tethys 
river the land to the north has 
been lifting itself upward. The 
Tethys river is now the Ohio 
river with its mouth in the Mis- 
sissippi 350 miles from its orig- 
inal outlet in Lake Michigan. 
Imagine the task of flood control 
engineers to keep that river with- 
in levees. 

The tilt which swung the an- 
cient Ohio across an entire state 
is continuing, and the Great Lakes 
are even now slopping over their 
southern and western shores, Rel- 
atively slight geological changes 
could cause them to drain into 
the Mississippi river or the Arc- 
tic Ocean. 

The area around St. Louis is a 
persistent earthquake region. This 
almost invariably means the re- 
gion is rising. The rise is un- 
doubtedly taking place quietly, 
perhaps a thousandth of an inch a 
day, without a sign of a disturb- 
ance until some unevenness in 
the land builds up strains and a 
little snapping of the strata takes 
place. 

Given a necessary degree of 
freedom, the river would handle 
this situation for a long time. 
The uplifts would be eroded and 
carried away as mud and the low 
places would be filled in with the 
mud. Instead, we build levees at 
the low places and require engi- 
neers to stop the erosion at the 
high spots. 

Possible Barrier for River. 

If nature should push up a ridge 
of hills connecting the western 
Tennessee highlands with the 
Ozark plateau--which the earth- 
quakes indicate, is in progress—a 
barrier would be thrown across 
the Mississippi. Then there would 
be no flood problems south of this 
point, and not much river at any 
time, and to the north a new great 
lake would be born covering parts 
of Kentucky, Illinois and Indiana. 
When the Mississippi has ac- 
cumulated a history of 5000 years, 
changes such as outlined above 
will not seem at all fantastic. 


seismic undulations of the Nile 
valley and learned it was slowly 
moving up and down like the sur- 
face of a sea, The Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey is making a similar 
but more precise study in the 
United States by means of a tri- 
angulation survey of the entire 
country. 

The Nile delta is sinking while 
it is being built up by the river's 
silt. To the east of the delta, on 
the shore of the Mediterranean, is 
a cave which was used. by the 
early Christians as a place of 
worship and the entrance to which 
was then high on the beach, The 
top of the entrance to this cave 
now is reported three feet below 
the level of the sea. 

Earthquake Aided Exodus 

Early Egyptian priests were 
aware of the fact that the Arabian 
peninsula was rising and the Nile 
valley being stretched sidewise, 
causing geological wrinkles that 
interfered with the uniform flow 
of the river and necessitating

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priestly engineering activities. 

At the time of the exodus of 
the Jews, the Nile ceased to flow. 
The river decreased to a small 
sluggish stream, its water was 
red as blood, it stank and any one 
who drank it became ill. Pesti- 
lence spread throughout the land, 
poverty reigned, crops would not 
grow and cattle died, with result- 
ing chaos, 

This was a period of tremendous 
seismic activity. A tremendous 
earthquake probably raised a bar- 
rier across the Nile valley caus- 
ing the river to be held back by 


The ancient Egyptians studied 


a natural dam. The uplift un- 
doubtedly extended to the delta. 
This same uplift is undoubtedly 
responsible for the raising of a 
ridge which gave the Jews a 
dryland path across the Red Sea 
and which sank shortly afterward. 

Several cataclysms are recorded 
in the histories of Egyptian dy- 
nasties, Early Chinese history also 
records a cataclysm in which a 
river became trapped in_ the 
mountains,

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PALESTINE INQUIRY 


U N. Committee Makes On-the-Spot Survey, 
Seeking Solution of Country's Problem 


ing crowd. Irgun, headed by a one-time Polish law- 
yer, has expressed resentment at Canada, Australia 
being represented on the committee; asserting dele- 
gates of those nations would have a pro-British bias. 
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Residents of Tel Aviv, all-Jewish Palestine city, crowd around auto- 

mobiles of United Nations Special Committee as it arrives at town hall. 

Hanging from wires over the street is a sign hoisted shortly before by 

Irgun Zvai Leumi, militant, sometimes violent, opponent of Britain's 

Palestine government. Sign reads: “This is our country—Out with the 

British invaders.” Committee interrupted its hearings in Jerusalem to 
tour Palestine’s 10,000 square miles. 


KEY to the complicated Palestine problem is being sought by 11 repre- 
sentatives of the United Nations. This group—U. N. Special Committee 
on Palestine—is holding hearings in Jerusalem in an on-the-spot inquiry 

into the conflicting interests involved. Aim is to work out a recommendation 
to the U. N. General Assembly for a future Palestine government. Neither 
Jews nor Arabs—major contending forces—are represented on the committee. 

This U. N. committee has been in Palestine four weeks, has until Septem- 
ber | to report to General Assembly. Its path has been beset with difficul- 
ties and criticisms. Arab Higher Committee—presumably on orders of exiled 
Mufti of Jerusalem, a former pro-Nazi—has boycotted U..N. group, adamantly 
refused to co-operate on grounds inquiry is unnecessary. And the British 
agreed to submit evidence only if hearings excluded press, public and the 
committee's two Jewish liaison officers. 

Irgun Zvai Leumi, Jewish underground organization in Palestine, has 
been cold toward committee. It fears visitors will not accept its demands for 
Palestine independence. Only the Jewish Agency, which represents majority 
of Palestine’s Jewish population, has co-operated enthusiastically with the 
U. N. representatives. P 

Jewish Agency wants a Jewish state. It would be temporarily under U. N. 
supervision, ultimately independent. It would gain a majority of Jews over 
Arabs by admitting 1,000,000 Jewish settlers. Agency insists Jews have no 
conflict with Arabs, do not want them removed, want no special privileges 
for themselves. 

Irgun demands Jewish sovereignty for Trans-Jordan as well as present 
Palestine; evacuation of British and transfer of power to Jewish provisional 
government; admittance to Palestine of all Jews who desire to settle there. 

Arabs demand an end to Jewish immigration and establishment of an 
independent state—in which they would have a majority. There now are 


1,200,000 Arabs, 640,000 Jews in Palestine.

The origin of puppetry, which exists in one 
form or another in almost every country in the 
world, is buried in antiquity. Modern puppetry 
was born in Italy during the Middle Ages, was 
introduced into neighboring countries by travel- 
ing showmen. The word puppet derives from 
the Italian “pupa,” meaning doll. 

Puppets are made to move in mimicry of 
persons or animals by various devices. These, 
small figures may be made of wood, plaster, 
papier-mache, cloth or métal. There are four 
basic types: Hand puppets fit‘on the hand like 
a glove with the forefinger operating the head, 
the thumb and second finger moving the figure’s 
arms and hands. String puppets, often called 
marionettes, are jointed figures manipulated from 
above by strings; the term marionette, mean- 
ing Little Mary, grew out of use of puppets in 
depicting Bible stories. Rod puppets, also 
jointed, are operated from below, are held up on 
sticks and animated by wires and thin rods. 
Shadow puppets, worked like rod puppets, are 
flat figures of cardboard, metal or leather moved

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FLOUTING THE LAW 


Black Markets Thrive in Romania, Still Short of Food 


A speculator in illegal goods boldly cries his wares at a 

black market just outside Bucharest. Man at his feet ap- 

pears to be trying on a pair of dilapidated shoes; another 

at right squats behind what is probably a sack of flour—a 

prized commodity in Romania's illegal trade. This market 
was operated near a wooded area. 


HE continued food shortage in Romania, as in much of 
Europe, has provided fertile soil for the growth of black 
markets. Major food items are rationed and authori- 

ties have attempted to break up illegal trade, but with 
relatively little success. Selling or bartering for excessive 
profits continues as a thriving business, sometimes carried 
on eg When a black market is raided, it usually 
merely transfers its place of operations. 

Romania's acute food situation has been attributed 
chiefly to failure of crops in a two-year drouth, added to 
loss of livestock and farm equipment during the war. The 
country has been receiving emergency aid from the United 
States through allocation of grain, in return has pledged 
not tn ng food. As an enemy country it was not eligible 
for aid, but help has been given by the American 
Red Cross, through distribution of food.
